Victims Reveal Ghastly 
Details 


A census taken by the Central Commission of 
Poland and the Central Committee of Polish Jews. 
detatis of which have been fully. checked and veri- 
fied, reveals, u 1s officially stated, that 3,200,000 
Polish Jews have been slaughtered by the Germans. 

This figure does not include Jews deported from 
other countries to Poland and butchered in the 
death camps there. 

Jews deported from France to Eastern Europe 
by the Germans, and since liberated by the vic- 
torious Red Army, have begun to trickle back 
The first nie arrived m Marseilles from Odessa 
towards the end of last week. and were followed 
at the week-end by another 2!. 

The names of the first nine repatriated Jews, 
who were received by Mr. G..Rooby, of the Ameri- 
can Joint Distribution Committee, are: Apfelbaum, 
Maurice Cohen, Anna Stocklammer, Ernest Wolf. 
and Lucien Zilberstein, of Paris: Sabi Asso. of 
Toulon; Paul Kusiner, of Nice: Charles Grusz- 
kiewicz, of Bellene, La Crossire (Vaucluse): and 
Hans Heinermann, of Marscilles. 

From what they say, it seems that a mere 
fraction of the 120,000 Jews deported from France 


have survived and will be able to return. The 
treatment they received amounted to systematic 
mass extermination, which took place when the 
victims were unable to toil any more. 
Thousands Die in Last Days 
Thousands of prisoners succumbed under the 


strain of the last nightmare days when the camps 
were hastily evacuai¢d because of the approach of 
the Red Army. the repatriated Jews report, but 
some of them believe that the “ losses may be less 
terrible than was thought.” ; 

All the slave-workers were subjected to the same 
inhuman treatment, they said. Age, sex, or nation- 
ality made no difference. 

Ihe twin camps of Birkenau and Oswiecim 
served as clearance. camps for all Jews deported 
lront occupied ‘countries, in addition to being large 
permanent labour camps for Jews, non-Jewish poll- 
ucal prisoners, and German criminals. 

Zilberstein, aged 30, and Cohen, aged 38, told 
the J.T.A. how they escaped together from the 
labour camp of Jaworzno, in Poland, where they 
had been for 18 months. Both were arrested in 
Paris in 1943 and first taken t6 Drancy before 
being deported “to the East.  Zilberstein. passed 
through Birkenau and Cohen through Oswiecim. 

Ihe procedure was practically identical in both 
camps. All those unfit for heavy work were exter- 
minated immediately upon their arrival. A staff 
selected from the deportees themselves was respon- 
sible tor colleciing information from new arrivals, 
taking front them all valuables and gold teeth, 
which were.surrendered to the camp authorities, 
tattooing identification numbers -on their arms and 
shaving their whole bodies. ! 

Birkenau had a band of 50 Jewish musicians to 
march the labourers off to work at a.m. and 
to ‘receive them back in the evening. 

Cohen met two brothers there of his who had 
been deported from Greece. Both died in the 
camp. 

rhe strongest men were sent to the Jaworzno 
labour camp to build a huge power plant for the

EVIDENCE OF NAZI BUTCHERY 


Lvidence of an unspeakably foul German crime 
at the S.S. concentration camp at Obrdruf, near 
Erfurt, where nearly 4,000 prisoners were 
butchered, was released this week in the form of 
a number of photographs taken at the camp by 
American soldiers, In common with most other 
Aewspapers, THe Jewish CHRONICLE felt that these 
Pictures were too horrible to publish. 

A. party of-German citizens were compelled to 
make. a tour of inspection of the camp by the 
Americans, and were shown the bodies of 31 
Prisoners, mostly Czech Jews, who had beef shot 
by the German guards the night before the camp 
M overrun ‘because they were too weak to march 


Chis group of 31 corpses, lying in the forecourt 
of the camp, is the subject of one of the pictures. 
Another picture shows a pile of 44 naked human 
bodies, sprinkled with lime, lying in a_ shed. 

__ According to the survivors, of whom there were 
about 80. who had escaped to the woods, an 


average of 150 prisoners were killed daily, mostly 
by shooting and clubbing. A German doctor ad- 
mitted that many of the prisoners had been beaten 
to death, 

The German civilians, of course, claimed that 


they knew nothing at all of what happened in the 
camp.

NAZI HATE FACTORY 
Looted Jewish Relics Recovered 


A priceless collection of Jewish -ritual objects, 


books, manuscripts, and works of art has been 
discovered in a case in Hungen,-a village near 
Frankfort. by the American Third Army 


The collection, looted by the Germans from the 
Rothschild Museum in -Frankfort, from the’ 
Congregation in Amsterdam, and trom 
the Jewish Communities of Kharkov, Kiev, Lodz, 
France, and Salonika, was sent to Hungep by 
order of Alfred Rosenberg, the philosopher of 
Nazism .and. “arch-prophet of Nazi. racial 
theories. who sent his “ experts” to examine and 
catalogue the exhibits 

The purpose. ol this examination was to secure 
‘ evidence " which would prove that the Germans 


were justified. in their campaign to -exterminate 
the Jews | 
In addition to the “ experts.’ a siaff of SO 


women secretaries was employed. Part ,of then 
iob was to comb the newspapers which 
arrived every day from all parts-of the world for 
anti-Jewish allusions. The results of their investi- 
gations were tabulated and sent to Berlin. From 
the castle at Hungen there poured a. constant 
stream of hate propaganda against the Jews 

Dr. Otto Paui, well known as an Orientalist, 
was at first placed in charge of this hate factory. 
He was soon dismissed, however, because the 
required evidence against the Jews was not forth- 
coming quickly enough 

His place was taken by Dr. Klaus Schickert, a 
Jew-baner of the Julius Streicher school. Both 
he and Paul had been promised that if they made 
oul a good case against the Jews, they would be 
allowed to start work on the Negroes and Chinese, 
who. as “ inferior races," were also due for exter- 
mination by the Germans 3 

The arrival of the American Third Army put 
an end to this research, and the “ experts ” and 
staff. fled, leaving the collection of books, manu- 
scripts, and priceless paintings intact, 

Included among. the books left behind was one 
entitled “ Who's Who. in British Life.” This 
purported to be a record of the leading Jews in 
Britain, leading personalities having Jewish blood 
or related by marriage to Jews, and well-known 
people who had “ Jewish connections with pro- 
Jewish propagandists.” 


TORE DOWN NAZI H.Q. FLAG 
Palestine Chief Rabbi's Officer Son 


Lieutenant Vivian Herzog, son of Dr. Isaac 
Herzog, the Palestine Chief Rabbi, who 1s serving. 
in the British Liberatioa Army, recently, when his 
unit captured a German town near the Rhine, had 
the pleasure of tearing down the Nazi flag from 
the Nazi party headquarters. 

The flag was sent to Palestine and is the first 
such trophy to reach the Yishuv from conquered 
Germany. 

Lieutenant Herzog joined the Army immediately 
after graduating at Cambridge University. While 
at Cambridge he acted as JewisH CHRONICLE 
corréspondent there. | 


THE JEWISH FLAG 


Formal Presentation to Jewish 
Brigade 


Palestine’s blue and white national flag was form. 
ally ransed last week over the Jewish Brigade 
headquarters in Italy, where the Brigade is attached 
to the Eighth Army, in a Simple and quiet ceremony 
so moving to the soldiers participating im ut that 
tears ran down many of their dusi-caked faces 
They watched the Star of David which the Nazis 
forced them to wear as a badge of shame being 
unfuried as a symbol of fighting honour. ; 

The ceremony (writes a J.T.A. war correspon- 
dent) took ploce in a grassy meadow near a shell- 
torn baromal mansion to the accompaniment of 
distant gunfire 

The flag was presenicd to the Brigade by the 
Jewish Agency Mr. Moshe Shertok, Head of the 
Political Department of the Agency. brought it and 
presented it to the: Commander, Brigadier E. . f 
Benjamin, while the troops stood stiffly to atten- 
tion. It was unfurled by the oldest enlisted man of 
the Brigade, Set. Major Sucher Spiegel, whose 
entire family, except one uncle living m 
Jersey, U.S.A... has been massacred by the’ Nazis. 

Mr. Shertok addressed the soldiers present, who 
represented every unit of the Brigade. He spoke in 
Hebrew He said that at last the Jews could see 
the flag for which they had always fought in thei: 
hearts. It represented not only their national home- 
land, but “ the blood of five milhon European Jews 
who died without having the chance to fieht back.” 

Accepting the flag, Brigadier Benjamin explained 
that he could hot fly it regularly over his head- 
quarters lor security reasons until the war was over, 
but he would fly 1 when peace came. He expressed 
pride at the fighting qualities already demonstrated 
by his troops ;, 

Ihe Chaplam of the First Battalion, the Rev 
B. Casper, C.F., recited a prayer especially com- 
posed for the occasion, ending with the blessing 
Shehechivonu.” 

Plans are already under way for caring for the 
Palestinian veterans after the war, Mr. Shertok 
later told the J.T.A. correspondent. Their demobili- 
sation alter the war would follow the same pian as 
that for the British Army. he said 

Eventually the whole question of the continuance 
of the Jewish armed forces must be-faced by the 
Brittssh and Palestine Governments along with the 
whole question of Palestine, Mr. Shertok believes. 


London Officer Takes First Prisoners 


The first prisoners captured by a unit of the 
Jewish Brigade (as mentioned in this paper 
recently) were brought in by a small patrol led by 
Licutenant Tony van Gelder, of 242, Finchley 
Road, London. Known popularly in his company 
as ‘* Mickey Rooney,” because of his striking re- 
semblance to the film actor, van Gelder was trans- 
ferred at his request to the Jewish Brigade from 
the. Sherwood Foresters; although he had never 
seen Palestiné of the Middle East 

He was accompanied in his patrol by another 
Jewish soldier, Private Moshe Wadel, aged 20, of 
Magdiel, who “went to Palestine with the Youth 
Aliyah from Vienna in 1941. The two men, in a

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PESACH OVERSEAS 
The Festival in All War Theatres 


A large number of accounts of Sedarim and 
Passover celebrations held by the serving men and 
women of all Forces has reached this paper in the 
past week, and a selection from them follows. 
Many of them pay a warm tribute to the Military 
Authorities for their willing co-operation. 

Pic. S. Rosenfield, whose parents live in Man- 
chester, describes a “ marvellous 48 hours" spent 
celebrating Pesach in Goch, Germany, where there 
has been very severe fighting. They did not expect 
many soldiers to be present, he states, but they 
were surprised to find that, although so many 
Jewish soldiers had crossed the Rhine, they were 
given special permission by the military authori- 
ties to return in order to attend the Service, which 
was highly successful. About 200 were present. 
alihough- the Chaplain had expected only 100. 
The meal—completely  satisfying—was strictly 
kasher, and came in the tins sent from London. 

Another account of a B.L.A. Seder is sent by 
Cin. H. Newman, who describes the hundred men 
attending it as many of them “ belonging to the 
glorious regiments mentioned on the radio. and 
almost all straight from the line.” The accommo- 
dation was specially provided by the Military 
Authorities and “amid the roar of exploding 
bombs “ the service was conducted by the Rev. 
L. Hardman, C.F. Spontaneously, an R.A. man 
got up after the service and meal to thank the 
Padre on behalf of all present 

Among the guests at a Jewish Brigade Seder in 
Italy was Clare Booth Luce, U.S. Congresswoman 
and well-known playwright, and actine as a war 
correspondent for American newspapers. In a 
letier sent afterwards she writes: 

“1 want to tell you how inspiring | found my 
visit to your Brigade. I am gzaiclul for having 
had the opportunity of. seeing even so small a 
part of this most significant and historic contribu- 
tion to the common cause. You miav be sure that 
I shall tell the home front about it,”’ 

At two separate Jewish Brivadc Sedarim the 
“four questions ” were asked by the youngest 
soldier present, In the one case by Dvr. Apel, of 
Tel-Aviv; and im the other by Denis Moscovitch 
(19), of Leeds, At .Brigade H.O., the 
Brigadicr Benjamin, presided at the Seder. aN 
special Seder was held for the wounded in a base 
hospital. 

Chaplain Jacob Hochman officinted at the 
soldiers’ Seder in Rome, and a special message 
was sent by Brigadier General T. K. Brown, the 
area Commander, 

From another area of the C.M.F. comes an 
account of the five Sedarim arranged by the Rev. 
Dr. Aescoly, C.F., four primarily for Palestinians 
and one for British, American. and other soldiers. 
At the last-mentioned, cutlery, crockery, and cook- 
ing utensils were all new, and lent by Army 
Ordnance, who were very helpful in other ways 
also. An ltahan Jewish boy. aged 6, asked the 
four questions, and close on S00 men attended. 

Bdr. M. Kent, C.M.F., writes from Athens to 
describe the Seder Service, at which over 300 men 
attended, He pays a tribute to the Chaplain, the 
Rev. Mr. Rapaport. “ There were South Africans, 
Yanks. Palestinians, and all sorts present, and a 
few Greek civilians who radiated joy, this being 
their first Pesach in freedom since the Germans 
were here.” 


Air Transport Provided 


[housands of Jewish soldiers of the British, 
American, and other Allied Forces stationed in 
the Middle East were among the 40,000. wor- 
shippers who offered prayers at the Wailing Wall 
during Passover, 

For the celebrations in Palestine, General Giles, 
C.-in-C. of the United States Forces in the Middle 
Fast, arranged for air transport from Egypt for 
Jewish Servicemen and women. 

Cpl. Freda R. Viner, W.A.A.F., sends an account 
ot Pesach spent on board a troopship. The “R.A.F. 
Barnett twins (Cpls, Cyril and’ Norman), of Man- 
chester,” she says, did the’ arranging, with the 
splendid co-operation of the C. of E. Padre. L.Ac. 
Henry Frosh (of Manchester and London) con- 
ducted the service—* unfortunately we had no 
symbols and just used our imagination,” adds the 
Waaf Corporal. The secofid night a Palestinian 
Merchant Navy man, Fireman Samuel Bar, pro- 
duced a boitle of kasher wine and a box of maizo! 


And he also gave an appropriate address! Cpl. 


Eric Alexander (Manchester) read the prayers, and 
Fireman Bar asked the four questions. 

Cpl. Viner says that all present express their 
Profound disappointment that no attempt was 
made by any Jewish Padre or Minrsier to 
ascertain whether there were any Jewish personne! 
on board the ship so that they could have been 
supplied with the commodities appropriate to the 
Festival. 

In the Shclands, the Passover Servicés were 
conducted by.the Rev. A. S. Super, C.F., who 
travelled specially from his area in England. Also 
taking part-in the Services were Mr. and Mrs. H. 
Greenwald and family, the only JeWs in those 
remote British islands. 

Special,articles in the N.W. European and Lialian 
edition of Tee Stars AND Steipes, the U.S, Army's 
ollicial newspaper, described in detail the various 
. Sedarim held by Jewish troops in their respective 
theatres of war.

Association Dating Back To 1903 


L. J. GREENBERG’S PROPHETIC 
SELECTION 
From Dr. OSKAR K. RABINOWICZ 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHronicie 


Sirn,—-You mentioned in. your tribute to Ear! 
Lioyd George that in 1903 he advised the late Mr. 
Leopold J, Greenberg on the proposed esiablish- 
ment of an autonomous Jewish Settlement in 
British East Africa. It is worth recording that 
Lloyd George's réle was on that occasion more 
than an advisory one. 

On the suggestion of the then Colonial Secretary, 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, and on Dr. Herzl's in- 
structions and behalf, Mr. Greenbere underiook 
to submit to the British Government a draft charte: 
for the proposed setticment, In a letter to Dr. 
Herz! dated July 4, 1903, Mr. Greenberg wrote that 
he had approached the firm of solicitors, Messrs. 
Lioyd George and Roberis, “ who, in addition to 
being excellent people, have a great advantage— 
Lloyd George, as you know, is Member of Parlia- 
ment. He therefore knows the ropes of these things 
and can be made useful to us. Besides which he 
IS a great authority on Uganda, elc., which means 
much.” 

Having thus been approached, Mr. Lloyd Georec 
wanted first to ascertain quicily beforchand what 
the British Government were likely to assent to, 


_so that the form jin which the document was to 


be sent in might be acceptable. After doing that, 
Mr. Lioyd George drew up the draft charter which 
was submitied by Mr. Greenberg to Mr. Chamber- 
lain on July 13, 1903. The latier, in his turn, for- 
warded it with a warm recommendation, to the 
Forcign Secretary, Lord Lansdowne. 

This draft charter, as drawn up by Mr. Lioyd 
George, has not as yet been published. It is a 
highly interesting document of 13 pages and is 
headed: “Jewish Colonization Schemes Terms 
and Conditions of Concession to be granted fy 
His Majesty's Government to the Jewish Colonial 
Trust Wuedische Colonialbank) Limited for the 
establishment of a Jewish Setticment in Britwh East 
Africa.” In 7 chapters and 26 paragraphs the 
whole future development. of the proposed Settle- 
ment is worked out in great detail, 

The Zionist national ‘principles were, of course 
incorporated in this document. Thus, it states, infer 
alia, that “ its principal object is the settling of 
Jews under conditions favourable to their reten- 
tion. and encouragement of the “Jewish Nationa! 
Idea.” Speaking of. the future Constitution the 
draft charter suggests “ the miroduction and estab- 
lishment of a form of popular government in the 
territory which shall be Jewish in character and 
with a Jewish Governor to be appointed by His 
Majesty in Council.” It further suggests the pro- 
vision of Courts of Justice for the administration 
of civil and criminal law in the territory so that 
the same as far as practicable be in accordance with 
the law of England, but subject to such alteration 


and amendments therein based upon Jewuh 
law...” Ht also proposes to call “Ne said Settie- 
ment by the name of ‘New Palestine or such 
other name as may from time to time be approved 
of..." aid the “ adoption and use in the territory 
of any distinctive or National flag” 

In the letter to Dr. Herzl quoted above, Mr. 
Greenberg remarks that this document has beea 
drawn by Mr. Lioyd George after long considera- 
tion and that before it was fimally drafted he took 
with him Messrs. J Cowen and Israc! Zane- 
will to the solicitors, and all three “ discussed wit 
Mr. George the matier at great length.” 

It was only natural that Mr, Lloyd George, before 
drawing up s© important a document, should have 
asked, first of all, for full information on Zroniwm, 
ts prenciples and aims. can thus righily be 
assamed that at these negotiations and discusons 
Mr. Greenberg won Mr. Lloyd George's sympathies 
for Zionism fourteen years before, under the latier's 
Premiership, the Ballour Declaration was issued 

It ts also worth tnentioning that Mr. Lloyd George 
spoke m Parliament in the debate on the Eaw 
African project on June 20. 1904 (Hansard. vol. 
136, col, 561-579). This was. to my knowledge, 
the first speech of Mr. Liovd George in the Howse 
on a Zionist issuc 

In choosing Mr. Lioyd George for drawit® up 
the draft charter, Mr. Greenberg gave proof! of 
a truly prophetic jodgment of a great personality 
This is the more amazing as the official negotiations 
were conducted Dy Mr. Greenberg. on Ddehall of 
Dr. Herzl, with Mr. Chamberlain, then ai his 
zenith; and Mr. Lioyd George was at that time 
engaged in a crusade against that all-powerful 
Colonia! Secretary, the bitterness of which is [o- 
day almost unimaginable (Not long before the 
period referred to, Mr. Lioyd was 
actually threatened by a crowd of 30.000 Chamber- 
lain fotiowers, when he spoke at the latter's citadel, 
Birmingham He escaped through a back-doos 
as a polmweman.) 

But Mr, Greenberg's choice proved prophetic and 
right. Not without justification did the great Herz! 
call Greenberg, his Diary (vol. HT, p. 278), the 
most able of all my helpers.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


OW ‘that the winter is past, the flowers a r 
Noon ‘the: certh, and the terrible tide war 
is beginning to recede from flooded bumanity, 
it is good that we turn our thoughts to the beauty 
of the world. What man or woman can there be 
among us whose mind and heart have not yearned, 
during nearly six years of darkness, for the man 
lovely things of sight and sound and taste, of wh 
we have known so little all this weary time? We 
long to ure some them as the dawn 
approaches. We have been surrounded—even we 
in this country who have been so fortunate—with 
terrors, destruction, with ugliness of all kinds, with 
disappointments, with hopes long deferred, with 
comrols and disturbances of normal existence. 
What remains of our civilised comforts and ameni- 
ties is mostly make-do, or make-believe, shoddy, 
meagre, flimsy—but above all, ugly. Many of us 
feel that our souls are in danger of shrivelling and 
drying up, for they need light and expansion, 
y and beauty, if they are to live. — 
Dr. Bell, Bishop of Chichester, was right when, 
a few weeks ago, he pleaded that whatever forms 
might be given to national or local memorials to 
our fallen after the war is Over must, at any Cost, 
be beautiful, The mind should, we su g, ideally, 
be independent of external forms. at is to say, 
ideals and training—the right kind of training— 
should mould a person to love beautiful things and 
to think beautiful thoughts, no matter what his con- 
dition of life may be. But im practical life this is 
very far from being the case. In only rare cases 
is the: mind able to rise above its outward sur 
roundings. If we have no love of beauty, if we see 
no point in making sacrifices so that we may have 
beautiful things around us, if we are content with 
ilfitting garments, badly-made furniture, badly- 
cooked food, badly-played music; badly-written or 
‘printed books, cheap china and glass, tasteless 
rooms, ill-spoken language, superficial opinions— 
how can we have a mind filled with beauty, or with 
longing for beautiful things? 


| Pag mene beauty may be a snare and a delu- 
sion as some religious. bodies have taught. But 
true beauty, inner beauty, is neither. It is a free 
condition for WIP TV's the beauty of holiness, or, 


as the phrase really means, consecrated beauty, 
the beauty of the spwit, which was and remains the 
Jewish ideal of the spiritual life. It is a harmony 
between the body and the spirit, for to the Jew 
every form of outward beauty reveals the spirit, 
which is not merely the soul of man, but a part 
of divine revelation. There havé been, and there 
are still to-day, many lives filled with this inner 
loveliness and calm, aniid outward ugliness and 
poverty, But for most of us a great deal of our 
spiritual ugliness and our intellectual poverty are 
due to our outward surroundings, and, at present, 
we can do little or nothing to improve or to purify 
them. 

Yet it is good and hopeful to notice that in all 
the plans made for our post-war life, there is clearly 
evident that longing for a newbeauty in our out- 
ward forms and ways of life. It is surely one of 
the outstanding aims of the higher education not 
merely to instil into our young people a longing 
for beauty, but to equip them to find for them- 
selves, to make their own outward expressions of 
beauty, to give them a profound reverence for 
purity, harmony, order, and an inner impulse to 
make their common lives conform to that longing 
and that reverence. 

A French writer once satd: “* We have all in 
us a poet who dies young.” He meant thai all of 
us have the capacity to appreciate the beautiful 
when we are young, but that power seldom remains. 
Life stifles it. His statement is, of course, an exag- 
gerauion, But tt is true at least that most of us 
hardly suspect that the longing for beauty is latent 
and can be awakened, 
holy life is the beautiful life: and through the 
long centuries, when external beauty was almost 
completely denied him, he found, and was always 
rediscovering, beauty, in his worship, his study, his 
home life, his ethics, his. music, his conception of 
nature and of God. | 


DJERHAPS this inner ‘beauty was betier than the 

beauty, of external things, because no power 
on earth could wrest it from him, But to-day, 
because the world presses hard upon him, he is 
far more affecied by external things than he was 
in the old narrow ghetto life. -And becarse his 
daily life and. work:and circumstances are so full 
of ugliness, he has come to lose that inner beauty 
which is the Jewish ideal. But Jew and non-Jew 
together, we are all suffering alike to-day from the

NEW JEWISH SCHOOL | 
CONSECRATED 


Hasmonéan Grammar School | 
in Golders Green 


w step in the development of the Jewish 
Phe a School Movement was taken on Sunday, 
when the new premises of the Hasmonean Grammar 
School at 1 and 3, The Drive Golders Green, 
N.W.11. were’ consecrated by the Chief Rabbi. 

Before this ceremony, the Abba Myers Centre, 
10, Shirehall Lane, N.W.4—one of the preparatory 
sections of the school—was consecrated by Rabbi 
Dr. 8S. Schonfeld and Rabbi Knoblewicz. The 
various classrooms at both schools were also 


consecrated. 

Although Dr. Hertz had not been feeling well, he 
gave a short address. That was, he said, an hour 
of great rejoicing for all of them. It was a holy 
act and a holy hour, and their hearts overflowed 
with thanksgiving to God for having fulfilled their 

and desires by enabling them to reach it. 
And God would bless that work because in those 
premises the boys and girls would be brought up 


At this school they would be taught the “ Thou 
shaks and “shalt nots” of Judaism. They 
would be taught to grow up to be Jewish Jews. They 
had enough accidental or apologetic Jews. 


With regard to i they wanted every 
one of them to grow up with one ideal—to estab- 
lish a home in Israel. They lamented that so many 
homes were established outside Isracl. He hoped 
they had read the Declaration of the Beth Din. They 
wanted every one of these boys and girls to have 
one ideal—to establish a Jewish home in Israel. 


With regard to O°a% Owyod Dr. Hertz said 
they wanted these Jewish boys and girls to grow 
up to be good citizens, good men and women, and 
good Jews. 

At a reception which followed at the Hampstead 
Garden Suburb Institute, Mr. Hyman Cen presided. 

Alderman A. A. Naar, M.B.E., J.P., said the 
consecration of a Jewish secondary school marked 
a chapter in Jewish history so far as Hendon was 
concerned. It certainly was a great step forward, 
and he congratulated all those concerned with it. 

Councillor Leo Hirshfield, referring to the allu- 
sion by the Chief Rabbi to good citizenship, said 
that the Hendon Borough Council would no doubt 
welcome visits by the school children as part of 
their education in chizenship. 


Tribute to Dr. Schonfeld 
Mr. Cen paid tribute to Dr. Schonfeld for the 


_ very hard work which he had put in for the»move- 


ment, and expressed the hope that this example 
would be followed by the establishment of such 
schools in other centres. 


Dr. Schonfeld said that during the 15 years they ~ 


had been in existence they had had no end of 
trouble. They had had a good deal of well- 
meaning support but little understanding. They 
now had a school to which they need not be 
ashamed to send their children, grandchildren, 
nephews, or nieces. 

But one condition they were determined on—. 
they were not going to do any ™ schnorring.” The 
running expenses of the school were going to be 
covered by people either paying for the cost of 
educating their children or providing scholarships. 
They could not gO on begging and they did not 
intend to. 

Dr. Schonfeld announced that a number of 
people had undertaken to give scholarships. He 
also said that. they hoped to have a first-class 
modern school at a cost of at least £50,000—a 
Jewish Eton, Harrow, or St. Paul's, the pupils 
proudly wearing their Hasmonean badge. 

It was a great cause, he added, and he appealed 
to them to fill in the forms for the Endowments 
Building Fund and for the initial expenses of 
that school.

BUSINESS IN PALESTINE LAND 
Pitfalls to be Avoided 


To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sin,—I have recently returned from Palestine 
after a very lengthy stay there, and since my arrival 
m this country I have been struck by the great 
interest which people here are evincing in Pales- 
tine investments and in pafticular their anxiety 
to acquire holdings in real estate there. It is but 
proper that prospective investors should be givén 
some advice by persons who have had the benefit 
of experience. 7 

No offer of land, however attractive it may sound, should 
be accemed without previous independent inquiry being 
made in Palestine. This can be done at comparatively small 
expense through any reputable law firm in Tel-Aviv, Haifa, 
or jerusalem. 

The purchase of undivided shares in land is most inadvis- 
able. Subsequent parceliation and partition will involve no 
little expense and possibly. considerable loss in arca. and it 
may also involve unpleasantness and protracted litigation 
with co-owners and neighbours. Vendors should be required 
tO guarantee partition: at their own expense within a 
specified period. of time. 

Vendors should also be required to guarantee undisputed 
possession sO a8 to ensure against possible claims by 
squatters, and after wansier no time should be lost in 
fencing off property and guarding against wespassers. 

Prospective investors im mortgages are advised against 
second or subsequent mortgages. 

A speaker at a fecent gathering in London ureecd the 
desirability. of a building society. This is not a novel 
proposition but it has not been adopted hitherto because 
there is no provision in the Palestine legislation for such an 
institution. People should not be encouraged to invest in 
such a scheme until appropriate provision is made therefore 
in the Palestine law . 

It should also be pointed out that the Palestine Govern- 
ment will not register any mew banks, whatever the nominal 
or paid-up capital thereof may

DETENTIONS IN PALESTINE 
Need to Overhaul Regulations 


It is tifying to see that the High Commis- 
sioner, Lord Gort, managed to get 4 visit to the 
Latrun detention camp into his crowded pro- 
gramme of inspections and to chat with the in- 
mates and get an idea of the conditions there, 
and it is to be hoped that, as a result, there wil) 
be some much-needed relaxation in the present 
system of confinement of political offenders (writes 
our Jerusalem correspondent). 

Long before the war, during the local disturb- 
ances, I drew attention many times in these 
columns to what were im effect the “ Star Cham- 
ber " methods of dealing with political extremists 
and malcontents, against whom re was insuffi- 
cient evidence for trial, 

Administrative detention orders may at present. 
be made in Palestine under at least four different 
enactments: the Crime (Prevention) Ordinance; 
the Emergency Regulations (stil] in force from 
the time of the disturbances); the general war- 
time Defence Regulations; and the. anti-terror 
‘Defence Regulations, Measures under the Crime 
(Prevention) Ordinance were taken, according to 
section 5 (4) (b), without the need for proof of 
any actual offence. No appeal lay against such 
measures. 

Under section 4 (1) a District Commissioner 
has the uncontrolled power to order the imme- 
diate arrest of a suspect pending investigation unti] 
the hearing takes place. No time-limit is. set. 

In 1936, the Emergency Regulations (enacted 
as of April 19 of that year, when the disturbances 
began) were amended by the insertion of Reeula- 
tion 15B, which provides that a District Commis- 
sioner may direct that any person shall be detained 
for any period not exceeding a year in such place 
of detention as he may specify. There is nothing, 
however, to prevent the District Commissioner 
from making a second order after the first year, 
and so on. No legal authority exists to contro! 
this power. 

Practically all cases of detention under Regula- 
tion 1Sb are investigated by the C.1.D. and 
detention orders made by the District Commis- 
sioner on its recommendation. District Commis- 
sioners’ powers were later given to Military Area 
‘Commanders. 

It is this Regulation 15b on which the local 
authorities mainly rely when making detention 
orders, as the power thereunder is unfettered: A 
lawyer friend of mine cites a case where a man 
was detained under the war-time Defence Regula- 
tions, ordered to be released by the Supreme 
Court owing to an irregularity in the detention, 
and then detained again the day after release—this 
time under Regulation 15b, against. which no Court 
or other authority could help him 


Detention of Aliens 


Under Defence Regulations promulgated by ‘he 
High Commissioner on August 26, 1939, Reguia- 
tion 17 gave the High Commissioner the power 
to direct the internment of persons whose. deicn- 
tion was regarded as necessary in the interest of 
the war effort. Simultaneously, advisory commit- 
tees were set up to advise him on-such detentions, 
and every person had the right to appeal to such 
a committee. 

After the outbreak of war a week later the 
Palestine Government wished to intern al! enemy 
nationals without giving them an opportunity o! 
applying to the Committee, and took the view 
that the High Commissioner had an. inherent 
power to do so. The Supreme Court, however, 
held that the Government was wrong. {in the 
famous “ Second Olles Case” decidai. by the 
former Chief Justice, Mr. F, Gordon Smiih). 
Consequently, the - Defence Regulations were 
amended by the addition of Regulations 17a, 17>, 
and i7c,. giving the High Commissioner uncon- 
trolled powers to direct the detention of aliens who 
came illegally to Palestine; of aliens 
enemy nationality; and of aliens whose deporta- 
tion was ordered. All these matters are virtually 
in the hands of the C.LD: 

In 1944, another provision was inserted in the 
Defence’ Regulations as Regn. 17g, empowering 
the High Commissioner to make arrangements for 
the deportation of persons detained under any !aw 
or ordinance. 

[ am not suggesting that most or any of ‘the 
detentions so far ordered are irregular; but 9 
any system of large-scale arrests and numerous 
orders for detention, there are bound to be cases 
of persons held who might, if they had a fair 
chance of bringing their grievances against indefi- 
nite imprisonment to a test of trial, be released. 
Certainly some better system ought to be devised 
to fetter the arbitrary powers of departmental 
officials,

Can Britain Deliver the Goods? 


A Yishuv economic delegation has arrived in 
England for the purpose of studying the factual posi- 
tion in the United Kingdom in so far as it concerns 
the problems of Palestine’s economy. It will not 
(writes our Jerusalem correspondent) undertake 
any purchases or negotiate anything like a trade 
agreement. The mission will particularly ascertain 
the possibilities of obtaining raw materials, indus- 
trial equipment, and vital commddities not made 
in Palestine. 

It is pointed out that Palestine’s manufacturing 
and trade circles hitherto have had only incomplete 
information about Britain's war-time and post-war 
export potentialities and they want a clearer idea 
of the position. Many proposals have been made by 
British exporters, but it is not certain whether 
these will be fulfilled by firm orders given, or 
whether they will be mercly tentative offers. 

Considerable difficulties with regard to formali- 
ties must also be overcome—such as the British 
export licences, Palestinian import licences, which 
are related to the general policy of the Middle East 

ly Centre, and the availability of shipping—if 
any orders are to be given, so that the sponsor- 
ship of this mission by the Colonial Office and 
Board of Trade is to be welcomed as enlisting offi- 
cial aid for any agreed trade arrangement. 

Bricfly, the Yishuv’s trade mission, as well as its 
Arab counterpart, is going to find out if Britain can 
in fact deliver the goods it offers.

DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE’S 


REMARKS REFUTED 
Jewish Agency’s Rejoinder 

The Duke of Devonshire’s statement concerning 
immigration into Palestinc has created an erron- 
eous and unfair impression of the actual position, 
stated Dr. Bernard Joseph. of the Jewish Agency 
Political Department, in reply to a question at 
a press conference held at the Jewish Agency 
offices in Jerusalem on Sunday. 

Only 4,000 certificates out of the total of 10.300 
granted to the Jewish Agency last October, were left, 
and even these, he said. had already been distri- 

ted. one third to the: internees at Mauritius. 
one third to refugees in Switzerland, and one third 


to refugees in France; and if the people had not 


yet arrived in Palestine it was only because of 
transport. difficulties over which the Jewish Agency 
had no control, The Jewish Agency, Dr. Joseph 
stressed, had at the present moment not a single 
certificate at its disposal, but at the same time 
hundreds of thousands of Jews in Europe wish 
to and must proceed to Palestine, 

Nor, he continued, was there any foundation 
for the Duke’s statement with regard to the aBsorp- 
tive capacity of Palestine. The Jewish Agency, 
on the basis of a thorough inquiry, had estab- 
ushed that Palestine to-day, even before launch- 
ing the great development schemes that. were 
planned, could, without any special preparations. 
absorb immediately an additional 100,000 Jewish 
immigrants.

STATESMANLIKE SOLUTION 
Make Palestine a Jewish Dominion 


Lord agen gy speaking at the Golders Green 
Synagogue Hall, Dunstan Road. recently, said 
that important. matters would discussed at San 
Francisco, including, apparently, the future of 


‘ mandated territories. and there was far too much 


secrecy about this. The British people, who were 
intimately concerned, had been given little or no 
information. Thus, their mandate for Palestine and 
Transjordan was of the greatest strategic and 
economic ‘importance, and, in addition, they were 
pledged to facilitate the establishment of the Jewish 
National Home in this. trritory. 

Reports were coming through that the U.S.A. 
would propose the internationalisation of man- 
dates. Lord Strabolgi said he could see no argu- 
ment for the placing of Palestine and Transjordan 
under an international body unless ail territories 
of strategic importance were placed under inter- 
national control, 

As for handing over Britain's vital lines of com- 
munication to some nebulous Arab federation with- 
out the safeguard of a friendly population in Pales- 
tine. Lord. Strabolgi considered that. this would 
be most imprudent. The only statesmanlike solu- 
tion was to open.the doors of Palestine to Jewish 
immigration with a view to the whole territory 
ultimately becommeg a self-governing Dominion 
of the British Empire. 


FARM CITY ASSOCIATION 


The second general meeting of the Palestine 
Farm City Association, Limited, was held recently 
at Woburn House, London, W.C,1, with Mr. Fred 
Nettler, J.P.. in the chair.

COMMON WEALTH ATTITUDE ON 
PALESTINE 

At the recent Common Wealth Party Conference, 

the section in the Executive's report dealing with 


imernational aflaits, though extremely sympathetic 
to Jewish aspirations, contained two Senicnces 


advocating partition. 

The Hendon branch of the Party submitted an 
amendment deleting the referénce to partition and 
inserting a more positive attitude towards the 
Jewish State. The National Committee accepted 
the amendment, and the paragraph adopted read 
as tollows: 

“The fact that any proposal for a settlement 
of the Palestinian problem will arouse opposition 
im sOme quarters is due to the uncertain and con- 
fused policy of the past. We have to accept. the 
situation as it is and to recognise that no solution 
will now be regarded as complcicly satisfactory. 

‘In view of the ancient Jewish claim acknow- 
ledged by the League of Nations in its Palestine 
Mandate (1922), and the sufferings cndured by the 
Jewish people throughout the centurics in all the 
places of their exile culminating in 
policy of extermination, we believe that the estab- 
lishment of the Jewish State in Palestine in 
accordance with the provisions of the League of 
Nations’ Mandate is just and proper. We con- 
sider that Britain should immediticly remove the 
restrictions on Jewish immigration into the Jewish 
homeland imposed by the MacDonald White 
Paper on Palestine (1939). 

“'We do not favour the principle of compulsory 
emigration in any part of the world, but we re- 
commend that an international commission be 
appomted mecluding both Jewish and Arab repre- 
sentatives, .whose task shall be to draw up a 
scheme involving as little displacement of the. Arab 
population as possible and arranging for facilities 
for such Arab transfer as is necessary to adjacent 
territory.”

Middle East, who fancy themselves as experts in 
Arab politics. 

Returning to Palestine, | found that even local 
Arab parties now have sadly comprehended that 
the so-called Arab unity talks at Cairo, with their 
ponderous constitution, were actually nothing more 
than a performance staged for the benefit of the 
outside world. They know now that their cause 
served as a means for Arab politicians to extract 
concessions satisfying: their own nationalist 
ambitions, The Palestinian Arab press has been’ 
making this clear in the. past few days, stating 
that the Arabs. of this country cannot place any 
solid hope upon the assistance of the neighbouring 
Arab countries. because the latter's interests conflict 
with each other and they cannot reach any agree- 
ment over the line of jomt action to be taken as 
regards the Palestine Arab cause. 

Ihere is feason to suppose that this position is 
being exploited by King Ibn Said, who wants the 
Palestinian Arabs to hand over to him personally 
the supreme patronage of their interests, thus 
cicluding the influence of other Arab countries, 
and particularly of the Hashemite dynasties of 
lrag and Transjordan. I understand from a reli- 
able source that -Ibn Saud proposed to the 
Husseinis, who approached him with a view to 
removing Musa Alami as representative of the 
Palestine Arabs, that they should establish a new 
Higher Commutice, which would empower him to 
act as theif envoy.at San Francisco. 


. Palestine Arab Leaders Disappointed 


Moreover, the Palestine Arab leaders are bitterly 
disappointed over the fact that the participants in 
ihe Cairo talks realised that there could not be 
solution of the Palestine question. which 
inored the world Jewish position. This has in- 
spired the local Arab press to reiterate its intran- 
sigent view that they would not accept any 
compromise or palliative regarding the political 
juiure of Palestine and to insist that they would 
not consent to the admission of a single Jew over 
and above the White Paper quota. 

Ihe same outlook has been exemplified by the 
Arab attitude over the solution proposed for the 
Jerusalem mayoralty problem, on which they are 


unalerably Opposed io... any compromise 
arrangement. 
Even the. “Greater Syria*’. scheme, which 


ongmatly represented the minimum of the unity 
programme, has fared no better at the Cairo con- 
lcrence. It ts now described in. the Arab Press 
as a ** Jewish political trick and laid at. the 
doors of Dr. Magnes, although it was conceived 
by. the lraqgi ex-Premier, Nuri Pasha es Said, and 
Istiglal politicians in Palestine! | 

All this leads inexorably to. one conclusion— 
that the sole decisive factor capable of furthering 
the imerests of the Middie East is Great Britain, 
bit the question is, does Great Britain yet know 
what it wants?

RUMANIAN WAR CRIMES 
Notorious Jew-baiters Arrested 


The veieran Rumanian anti-Semitic leader, Pro- 
fessor Alexander Cuza, has been arrested in 
Sibiu (Hermannstadt), Transylvania, where he was 
hiding in the house of General Negrescu, former 
Prefect under Antonescu. . He will be tried by the 
special “tribunal in Bucharest. 

Hie Radplescu, director of PoruNcA VREMII, 
the rabid anti-Jewish newspaper, which has -been 
suppressed, was arrested last week-end and locked 
up in the State Secret Police prison. He had been 
in hiding in the village of Slobozia. A 

Radulescu received one-and-a-quarter mathon 
lei a month from the German Legation in 1940 
to conduct Nazi propaganda, 

Among other leading Fascists who were arrested 
during the last few days is Eremie Hritescu, 
organiser of the Jassy pogrom. He is also charged 
with ordering the annihilation of thousands of 
Jews in the camp of Mohilev, in Transnistria, 
which he supervised. 

It was on tbe initiative of the infamous Colonel 
Ignatescu that. 50,000 Rumanian Jews were 
massacred in December, 1941, declared a witness 
during the examination by the Public Prosecutor 
of Ignatescu, announces the Bucharest radio. 
According to this witness, Ignatescu’s conduct 
disgusted even some of. the German and Italian 
officers who were present. The Colonel was stated 
to have personally photographed the slaughter 
and the burning of the bodies of the victims, 

Hundreds of police agents who commited 
murders and tortures, and Legionaries who main- 
tained relations with Horia Sima, even afier 
August 23, have been arrested and sent to con- 
centration camps. 

The arrest of 320 proprietors of “ Aryanised ”’ 
Jewish property and businesses in Bucharest and 
provincial towns has been ordered. 

A decree issued by the Rumanian Minister of 
Justice declares that persons responsible for the 
establishment of ghetioes and the deportation of 
Jews from Rumania will no longer be considered 
as war criminals but will be regarded as “ persons 
responsible for the misfortune of the country.” 
Punishment provided for such persons is less 
severe than that for war criminals. 

Matcrial damage sustained by Rumanian Jewry 
during the four years of the Nazi regime, has been 
estimated at 20,000,000,000 lei. 


“ Making Amends ” 


The repatriation of Rumanian Jews deported 
to Transnistria under the Antonescu regime 15 
being speeded up. Transports of repatriates are 
arriving daily at Jassy, capital of Moldavia, and 
Galatz, the big Rumanian Danube port, 

Representatives of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee are receiving the repatriates and providing 
them with food. © Shelter is being provided by the 
local Jewish communities. 

In order to enable all Jewish members of the 
Rumanian forces to clarify their position, Tollow- 
ing the abrogation of the racial laws—as a result 
of which the families of ‘those called-up are 
entitled to certain privileges and those entitled to 
become reserve officers. can now get the necessary 
training—the Ministry of War has announced the 
final postponement of the calling-up of all Jews 
until May 1, 1945 


RELIEF FOR LIBERATED DUTCH 
JEWS 


Mr. Max Gottschalk, Director of the Overseas 
Department of the American, Jewish Committee, 
has returned to Brussels from a visit to Holland. 
He had meetings in Eindhoven with the Jewish 
Co-ordinating Commission for the liberated Dutch 
territory. 

Until now. 3.000 Jews, including. 1,100 children, 
have been liberated in Holland, Mr. Gottschalk 
reported. Relief is given to all of them by the 
Dutch Government, Additional help for specific 
Jewish purposes comes from the American Joint 
Distribution Committee. 

The position of the 300 German Jews in tiber- 
ated Holland, which was precarious until recently, 
has considerably improved as a result of new 
regulations, 


RABBIS’ TRAGIC FATE 


Chief Rabbi P. Frank, of Haarlem, ‘was mur- 
dered by the Nazis in 1943, and 15 leading Dutch 
Rabbis have been deported from Holland since 
1942, according to information received by the 


Forces Department of the Brit Chaluizim 
Datiim (Bachad). |

Organisations . 


Unknown vandals recently spread desiruction 
in the Home of Peace Cemetery, at Oakland, 
California. They overturned and wrecked ‘55 
tombstones, among them that of a soldier killed 
fighting in the Argonne in the last war. Other 
tombstones were disfigured, 

The destruction was apparently the work of 
three men who used crowbars and sledge- 
hammers.

Hate-mongering Senator 


The ex-Senator’s hate-mongering speeches in the 
past, his travels to Berlin, and his association 
with subversive elements in America make clear 
the course he intends to’ pursue. 

Following the withdrawal of the charier of the 
anti-Semitic “ Gentile Co-operative Association,” - 
“ Bishop” D, Scott Swain, one of the associa- 
lion’s supporters, has announced the launching 
in January of a similar organisation, the “ Ameri- 
Christian Civil Liberties Institute.” 

Swain denies that the Christian Civil Liberties 
Institute will be anti-Semitic, but admits that “ there 
are some things on which I agree with Eugene R.

decision was announced, that he had not given 
up the fight and that he would carry on “* business 
as usual,” because “a good many people think 
the“Gentiles ought to get together in business.” 


A WALL STREET SYNAGOGUE 


_ Right in the heart of New York's world-famous 
financial centre is the newly-consecrated Wal! 
Sireet Synagogue, situated at 12, Dutch Street. 

_ Formerly the property of the Dutch Reformed 
Church of America, the building and the land 
on ‘which i stands were recently. transferred [to 
the Synagogue. 

In accepting the transfer, Rabbi Joseph Have: 
pledged to keep it “as an example of the way 
in which all peoples may dwell in unity.” 

The history of the site goes back to the days 
ot the first Dutch colonists who settled in New 
York, at that time known as New Amsterdam, 
and founded the Dutch Reformed Church. They 
worshipped in a-loft above an old mill. : 
- When the first Jews migrated to. North America 
from Brazil in 1654, they found no place suitable 
lor. their religious services. So they, too. used 
the same Joft above the mill as their House of 
Worship. The story goes that in later years the 
Jews built a tabernacle of their own. and that! 
some time later the Dutch Church was destroyed 
by a fire. Thereupon the Jewish settlers were 
said to have returned the hospitality of the Duich 
by offering a portion of their Synagogue until 
another church could be built.

A.EG., or to work in the coal mines. Thousands 
of prisoners, including non-Jewish Poles and 
Germans, worked there together but lived in 
separate quarters. Unlike the others, the Jews 
were not allowed to receive iciters or parcels. 
They were more frequently beaten by the Nazi 
guards and by non-Jewish criminal prisoners, who 
would sometimes kill a Jew just to get his bread 
raion. 

Living conditions in the camp improved when it 
was wp 4 enlarged under plans drawn up by 
the Paris Jewish engineer, Kaminka, who was 
rescued by the Red Army. There were showers, 
individual bunks and stoves, but heating was not 
allowed after 

camp had a hospital, and once a week 
the doctors selected those who were too weak to 
work and sent them to be exterminated. 

The Jews were forced to work 12 hours daily.

jam, and a plate of vegetable soup at noon and 
in the evening. 

On January 17, when the Russians were reported 
to be advancing towards Jaworzno, the Nazis 
started to march off 3,700 inmates of the camp. 
Those who fell on the road were tmmediately 
shot. This was the fate of Oscar, a 12-year-old 
Hungarian Jewish boy, who had been Cohen's 
assistant. They marched hand in hand. The over- 
tired boy stumbled and fell. 
the guard finished him off. Cohen marched on. 
‘The prisoners covered 60 miles in three days 
without food. - Over 700 died during this first. 
siage of their journey. The remaining 3,000 were 
crowded into a-small building, and several hundred 
were suffocated during the night. 

The- next halt- was made at  Peikretschen, in 
Silesia. Here the- Nazis asked those who were too 
tired to march on to dig graves for those who 
had been killed immediately upon their arrival. 
Then the 50 grave-diggers were themselves shot. 
They were buried by Russian prisoners of war 
stationed there.. Many more died the next day 
when the Nazis, terrified of the approaching Rus- 
sians, foreed the prisoners to double all the way. 

By the time they reached Bleichhammer only 
1,500 were left. Zilberstein and Cohen were among

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THE ‘WEEK OF MOURNING’ 
IN SOUTH AFRICA 


A Typical Communal Squabble 


A correspondent writes: 

_ Something of a communal storm blew up recently 
in South Africa around the question of the special 
Day of Mourning and Fast Day which, following 
the decision of the Palestine Rabbinate, a number 
of communities in world Jewry were invited to 
observe to commemorate the martyrdom of their 
European brethren. 

The row in South Africa arose as follows: 
Apparently, Chief Rabbi Herzog of Jerusalem asked 
Rabbi Kossowsky of Johannesburg if his congre- 
gation would join in a world week of mourning, 
terminating on February os Rabbi Kossowsky 
approached the Beth Din of Cape Town through 
its Rosh, Rabbi Dr. I. Abrahams, to seek his co- 
operation, but subsequently changed the date to a 

y in the month of lyar. 

Before any decision could be taken by the Cape 
Town Beth Din a lay body—the South African 
Board of Deputies in Johannesburge—jumped in and 
proclaimed through the English press and later by 
circular, that a day of fasting and mourning would 
be observed on March 14—yet another date. 


Beth Din Resentment 


Very naturally, the Cape Town Beth Din and the 
Synagogue authorities resented this interference by 
a lay body in What was essentially a question for 
the Rabbanim and ministers. Indeed, it seems that 
i is not the first. time that these enterprising and 
undertaking laities have gaily intruded into matters 
which did not concern them. Accordingly the 
Cape Town Beth Din, in view of the fact that 
South African Jewry recognises the spiritual direc- 
tion of the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, 
cabled Dr, Hertz for guidance. Dr. Hertz promptly 
replied that he was not arranging a day of mourn- 
ing for the Empire, as, in his view, the time was 
inopportune. 

Actually this wise decision of the Chief Rabbi 
reflected very closely the more sober opinion widely 
held in South Africa. It was felt, for example, that 
anything like a day of fasting and mourning would 


be largely a farce in practice in South Africa.,. 


where the wealthy are able to indulge in every 
luxury, and fasting even on Yom Kippur is observed 
by a diminishine handful. 

But once the thing had become a political issue, 
as so often happens in these communal squabbles, 
the S.A. Board of Deputies hung on to their point 
of view with the more tenacity the more obviously 
they saw themselves in the wrong. Finally, for the 
sake of peace, the Cape Town Beth Din agreed to 
hold a special service of mourning in return for 
an assurance by the Board of Deputies that in 
future they would consult the Beth Din before pro- 
ceeding im any such matters. 

Unfortunately, this conciliatory attitude by the 
Cape Town Beth Din has evoked no corresponding 
restraint and courtesy from the opposite side, and 
something of a campaign has-been launched against 
those who dared to challenge the bureaucrats. of 
Johannesburg. 

Let us hope it will not be toa soon before South 
African Jewry havé more serious matters to quarrel 
over and its leaders less personal solicitude for the 
prestige of their office.

The inhuman treatment meted out to deported 
women in Oswiecim and Birkenau was described 
by Anna Stocklammer, so far the only woman to 
come back from Poland. She is 23. yeats old 
and looks healthy, although worn out by years of 
suffering. - On her left arm she bears her camp 
number, 52345, tattooed in blue ink with a small 
triangle, the special mark used by the Nazis to 
identify Jews. 

Arrested by the Gestapo in Paris early in 1943 
and deported to Poland, she spent two years in 
Birkenau and Oswiecim. She owes her life to the 
fact that at the time of the evacuation she was

confined to the typhus hut which the Nazis were’ 


afraid to enter. 

Reveille in the women’s camp was at 3 a.m., 
Madame Stocklammer said. The women some- 
times had to stand three or four hoifrs before roll 
call was ended. They were then forced to march 
eight to ten miles to their place of work, where 
they dug ditches and did bricklaying. They were 
marched back in the evening. 

Their huts were unheated, food consisted of one 
litre of soup and a few ounces of. bread daily; 
sometimes a very thin slice of sausage was added. 
Those too weak to work- were mmediately sent 
to the gas chambers. 

Children borne by women who had been de- 
ported despite pregnancy were gassed. Most of 
the mothers died shortly afterwards. Medical 
and surgical experiments were carried out on the 
Jewish women. 

Returning to her former .address in Paris, Mme. 
Stocklammer found the apartment: occupied by 
strangers. Her husband had been deported. Her 
father, Leib Kersch, a 45-year-old tailor, hid 
during the occupation. He is unable to resume 
work because his apartment cannot be recovered 
en he volunteercd for the French Army in 
1939. 


The Provisional Polish Government in Warsaw 
have appointed a Commission for the Investigation 
of German Crimes in Oswiecim, it was announced 
by the Polish Embassy in Moscow. The first 
session of the Commission was held on April 2, 
in Cracow. 

The Commission will set up a museum on the 
site of the camp as a permanent record of this 
most scientific of all institutions for mass murder, 

Representatives of all European nations have 
been shown round the camp and crematorium at 
Oswiecim,

A People as Guilty as the Germans

_ Sim,—tI_have read with extreme surprise in your 
issue of December 15, 1944 (which has just reached 
me), the statements attributed by the Radio Station 
of Sofia to Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of 
the Jewish Agency Executive, after his visit to 
Bulgaria. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion, whom Radio Sofia presents a4 anxious to 
enlighten the Socialist and Labour organisations of Great 
Britain and Europe on the necessity of providing financial 
and other assistance to Bulgaria. is also presented as ignor- 
ing the part played in this war by the people who have once 
more deserved the name of “ Prussians of the Balkans.” 

A personality of Mr Ben-Ciurion’s standing can hardly 
lack information on the attitude ‘of Bulearia towards the 
Jews even before the war, when. for instance, public places 
of entertainment were banned in Sofia to “ dogs and Jews.” 

In any case, 4he Statements of Mr Ben4iurion would 
justify the fear that. after the final collapse of the Nazi 
regime in Germany there may appcar idcologists imploring 
assistance and support for the “ anfortunate, misiecd German 
peopic, liberated at last from Nazi tyranny.” matter 
of fact and in proportion, there is little difference between 
the respective policies of Germany and Bulgaria 

Let us remember, indeed. the systematic destruction. the 
programme of slaughter and atrocitics. carricd out by the

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SEARCHLIGHT ON 
PALESTINE 


LET us try to imagine what would have been the results 
if, in September, 1939, this country had dispensed with 
Parliament, and deprived the press of practically all its 
freedoms. With the customary democratic opportunities 
of free discussion and criticism removed, and without the 
power to probe mistakes, many of them inevitable in a 
time of crisis, subsequent events would have taken a very 
different course from what in fact they did There would 
have been no outcry, for instance, against the appeasing 
Prime Minister of those days, and the stalwarts of the 
status quo would have seen to it that there would have 
been no CHURCHILL to take the helm and guide the ship of 
State through the shoals and quicksands to ultimate safety. 
But in this exercise of imagination, let'us think more of 
the innumerable smaller mistakes, misjudgments, and mis- 
deeds which would have gone on, safe and unsound, beneath 
the protective darkness. By this means we can get some idea 
of the kind of process that has gone on in the government 
of the mandated territory of Palestine ever since war 
clouds broke upon that little land. Indeed, for a number of 
years before September, 1939, it had experienced no 
free and full flow of information and opinion. And since 
the beginning of the German war an iron and often fan- 
fastic censorship has been clamped down upon even the 
most innocent of messages going into and out of the 
country. The local population has moved as though blind- 
folded; while the British people’s picture of this land has 
been scarcely brought up to date since the period follow- 
ing the days of the Balfour Declaration. Strange and 
dismal to relate, this state of ignorance and darkness on 
many all-important and fundamental aspects of Palestine 
has not changed to any extent or in any material respect 
to this very hour. : 

It is this situation that makes so invaluable a booklet 
just issued by Mr. ABRAHAM ABRAHAMS, Political Secretary 
of the New Zionist Organisation, under. the title Back- 
ground of Unrest.”* It was written after a recent stay 
of some months im Palestine, for which the British 
authorities provided facilities, and it tears aside with remark- 
able insight and power the veil which has hidden so much 
of the real Palestine for so long from eyes elsewhere: 
“ Background of Unrest” is, from cover to cover, reveal- 
ing to an astonishing degree, and courageous too. The 
truth is told without any straining after effect, but in a 
simple, lucid narrative that carries conviction, Some of 
the facts it contains have already been reported from other 
sources, piecemeal, in various issues of this paper, state- 
ments for the truth of which The Jewish Chronicle has been 
fully prepared to accept responsibility. Others given by. 
the author are new. Though they bear the strongest impres- 
sion of authenticity we are unable to vouch for their correct- 
ness. But it is something of a guarantee of the writer's 
good faith that in a number of instances he cites names; 
for the rest, he obviously places his reputation and public 
position at stake on. the accuracy of his. disclosures. 
If in any particular he has exaggerated or erred he is open 
to contradiction.. The challenge is there, and it is for the 
critics to take it up if they find ground for doing so. . 

One of the shrewdest points the writer makes is his con- 
tention that, in almost every sense, a de facto—and 
thoroughly unfortunate—partition of Palestine already 
exists. Geographically the Jews are concentrated inanumber 
of more or less clear-cut blocks or areas, with the Arabs 
occupying the remaimder of the territory. The economies of 
the two peoples are as totally different as are their mentali- 
ties, the Jewish being in character completely European, and 
the Arab fairly describable as just “medieval-oriental.” In- 
stead of endeavouring to mitigate this separation and astab- 
lish a unifying single standard of citizenship, the local 
administration has superimposed upon it an effective 
policy of partition. This has been done, there seems little 
doubt, not of set purpose but insensibly and step by step. 
It has operated with the worst possible results and with 
intolerable injustice towards the Jews. Thus, the author's 
account of the rationing system in vogue in the country, 
which exists almost entirely for the Jews and hardly at 
all for the Arabs, busily occupied with their black market, 
would be entertaining if it were not almost comically 
unjust. His report on the Censorship, which was carried 
to grotesque ¢xtremes, makes one gasp with astonishment 
and wonder what the democracies, who are fighting precisely 
against this sort of thing, would say if they had the facts 
brought home to them. On page after page, we are shown 
this discrimination, not, it seems, merely as a result of hostile 
prejudice, but flowing inevitably from this wretched con- 


ception of a partitioned population, functioning to per- 


petuate that separation, antagonising the Jewish commer- 
cial class by the ways in which the controls are exercised, 
and sowing everywhere in the Yishuv profound discontent 
and growing indignation. | 

From time to time, the local authorities make an attempt 
to undo their blunders, but without much success. They

cannot cut free from the stranglehold of practice, and the 
obsessions that haunt it. One of these concerns what has 
become with them a political dogma—the supposed Jew- 
Arab differences, the reconciling of which is usually comfort- 
ably dismissed as “an impossible task.” Another is that 
the scales must be held evenly between the two faces, 
which in hard fact takes the form of keeping the Jews 
down as a means of demonstrating the Government's 
impartiality. And note: can anything (as Mr. ABRAHAMS 
infers) be more utterly contrary to the spirit and ideals 
which must inspire the most active minds in the colonial 
service than the task of “keeping a colonial people down” ? 
How can any British Civil Service be condemned to such 
a task without the most dispiriting effects? In some in- 
stances, of course, rank anti-Semitism is stated to be at 
work. But in general the Administration suffers from the 
burden of being jockeyed by the march of events into 
shouldering the absurd task of holding down the one vital 
and progressive human element in the country, an clement 
which now, to make the position still more absurd, in- 
cludes some of the finest intellects of Europe, if not of 
the world, who know, in their heart of hearts, that they 
could easily untie the knots into which the authorities tie 
themselves up, but are condemned to fret under their 
powerlessness to prove it. The result, of course, is in- 
creasing estrangement between the rulers and the ruled. 
In pursuit of their sacred passion for impartiality, the rulers, 
when being tutored in London before taking up their job, 
are encouraged to hold aloof from the local inhabitants: 
“the main thing is to preserve distance.” And so the rift 
between the authorities and the populace widens and 
deepens—in the disastrous way that was alleged to have 
prevailed in Malaya before the Japanese swooped down 
on it. 

The over-all picture presented in this enlightening book- 
let is of a country divided and subdivided against itself, 
of aimlessness and fecklessness, and of confusion: and 
impotent unrest. “ Politically,” Mr. ABRAHAMS declares, 
“from the Jewish viewpoint—and this coincides with the 
best interests of the country—two major measures are 
called for: the opening of the country for free and 
unrestricted Jewish immigration, and the introduction of 
a new Civil Service charged with governing Palestine just 
as though it were any other country, and without the 
conception of a Jewish-Arab conflict kept in check by a 
British trusteeship.”” He denies that the British connection 
with Palestine is something which the Yishuv sees as irk- 
some or burdensome, apart from the “ umpireship ~—the 
“holding of the ring” between two peoples who are 
expected to act as contestants—an “ umpireship” which 
Zionism as a whole has come to fear. Givén such a 
change in the British attitude as he has suggested, he 
believes that there can be no doubt that Palestine would 
voluntarily enter into such an arrangement with Britain 
as would ensure Britain’s permanent association with the 
country, making Palestine. a Dominion of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. 

He adds a final word that should be laid well to heart: 
“It should not be imagined that change of policy in 
Palestine can be long delayed. International ambitions in 
the Middle East, Jewish pressure in Palestine, and rising 
Arab nationalism outside Palestine, are such that delay 
cannot be without danger.” This informative booklet 
should be in the hands of every Member of Parliament, as 
well as of every citizen who. wishes to understand the very 
important Palestine problem and its place in the tangled 
world-scene. 


PLAYING WITH HUMANITY’S FUTURE ? 


DisQuiETING complaints against members of the War Crimes. 
Commission and persons closely. connected with the punish- 


ment of war criminals have been made by the chief Czecho- 


slovak representative on the Commission in the Czech official 
paper in London. Among other things he refers to the people 
in positions closely connected with the purposes of the Com- 
mission who “think it ‘is their job to invent legal and 
diplomatic obstacles in the ways of swift and just punishment, 
as promised at Yalta.” In particular, “ they oppose the trial 
of Hitler and propose instead that the precedent of Napoleon 
should be used "—followed, if the Nazis can manage it, by 
another “ escape from Elba.” These insinuations and charges, 
of course, are not new, but what gives them special authority 
in the present instance is that they emanate from Czech 
official sources. Hardly a week passes without fresh and 
incontrovertible evidence coming to light of the horrors per- 
petrated by Germans. against helpless adulis and children, 
evidence so revolting that some of the pictures that accompany 
it cannot be published for fear of the effects which they will 
produce On more sensitive minds. If it is all to be overlooked 
in the post-war days, under the influence: of war-weariness 


or of a diseased sentimentality or legalistic refinements—if, 


that is: to say, the wholesale cold-blooded extermination of 
peoples is henceforth to be accepted or condoned as an inevit- 
able concomitant of human conflicts—the next war, with its 
still further “ improved” weapons of slaughter, will amount 
to nothing less than the crucifixion of mankind. The failure 
after the last war to bring the malefactors to book set a 
precedent the baleful influence of which has been seen in the 
past five-and-a-half years of undiluted barbarism. Those 
who propose to let our present far worse savages off lightly 
or altogether will be flouting that lesson and incurring a 
terrible reckoning at the hands of a betrayed humanity. There 


is too much hugger-mugger about the proceedings of the War 


Crimes Commission. The time has come to let in the light. 


Are the other Governments, apart from that of Czecho- 


slovakia, content with their progress to date? Is there even 
complete agreement among them about what is to be done 
with the criminals if, and when, they are caught? 


WHY THEY ARE HATED : 


In the War Report over the B.B.C. wireless the other night, 
a story was told of one of a number of captured German 
soldiers who was brought to see with his own eyes the 
gruesome remains of one of his countrymen’s massacres. 
When questioned as to what he thought of it, he denounced 
the cruelties as “ Schweinerei.” When asked whether he now 
knew why-the whole world hated the Germans, he answered 
“yes.” But, said the broadcaster, he was the only German 
so far who had, to his knowledge, made that admission. ‘ In 
another instance, a German prisoner pleaded that these bar- 
barities were only committed by one per cent of the general 
population which, he argued with an appalling lack of national 
responsibility, ought not, therefore, to be held accountable 
for them. Clearly these Germans have to be educated into 
a knowledge of the grim facts. They must be made to under- 
stand why Germany is loathed and why the civilised world 
rose and freely shed its blood utterly to destroy this abomin- 
able thing called Germanism, and how the German people can 
at some future day regain their place in the fellowship of 
peoples. Some time ago the suggestion was made in these 
columns that Maidanek, or some other scene of the Germans’ 
bestiality, should be preserved for a long period as a kind 
of. educational museum so that the Germans of to-day. 
including the Hitler youth, should be brought to realise the 
devilries which have made them a by-word among the nations. 
It is satisfactory to learn that some such project is to receive 
practical consideration. 


STRAWS IN THE WIND 


Tue official policies towards deportees and refugees being 
still, apparently, to send them where they came from. any 
information bearing on their probable reception when they 
reach “ home” is worth noting. Here, then, are a few items: 
The other day the Polish Home Broadcasting Service sent out 
a political article by an editor, named Jan Feliks.. “ Although 
its days are numbered,” said the speaker, “German Fascism 


has left its evil heritage in the occupied countries.” The sad __ 


news had come, he went on to say, that in several places 
Polish Jews who had survived the hell of German ghettoes 
and extermination camps had been killed by Polish Fascists. 
He quoted the speech given by the Secretary of the Bialystok 
Trade Union Committee at the graveside of the victims— 
“these murders . . . prove that the ulcers of Hitlerism and 
Fascism are not yet eliminated from our social body,” adding, 
aS @ warning reminder: “ The rulers of Germany have openly 
admitted that, if they last the war, they intended to win the 
ideological warfare.” . Now let us turn to Belgium, which of 
course Was cursed with an active anti-Semitic party even 
before the war. 
HANDELSBLAD, referring, in the course of some speculation on 
the revival of the local diamond-cutting industry, to the 
attempt of Jewish firms to establish the trade in Cuba. relying 
for success, the ‘paper alleges, on the low wages paid to 
native workers. These enterprising individuals were presum- 
ably refugees who had been driven by anti-Semitism to find 
.an asylum in Cuba and were trying to carry on there in the 
only vocation known to them. A worse.“ danger” still was 
scented by this paper in the flourishing diamond-cutting 
industry that Jews had actually dared to set up in Palestine. 
In this situation, said Het HANDELSBLAD, “it is up to the 


Government to be on its guard.” From Belgium to Holland:. 


A Jew,.it seems, has been appointed to the local Secretariat of 
the “*Militair Gezag,” of Limbourg, and the step, according 
to a correspondent in the local paper, has aroused resentment 
among the population merely because the appointee is a Jew. 
No doubt the populations of Holland and Belgium are in the 
mass not anti-Jewish. But the Nazi canker has entered inio 
the body . politic of the: two. States, and will not be easil\ 
dislodged. Make no mistake about it, the Nazis still intend 
to win the ideological war. Unlike the many thousands of 
Belgians shortly returning home from this country, the Jews 
have no country of their own to which to. return—except 
Palestine. Can it even be described as sensible from the wider 
view of Continental peace to plan to return them to these 
step-motherlands whose deeds if not their words make plain 
the attitude that for long will be maintained- by many in 
those countries?

MANCHESTER COUNCIL 
Address by. Professor Brodetsky 


COUNCILLOR MOSS FOR U.S.A. 


At a special meeting “of the Council, held at 
Yeshurun Hall on Sunday. Councillor A. Moss, 
who presided, welcomed Professor S. Brodetsky 
on his return from America, where, he said, he 

d been doing work of great importance. 

Professor Brodctsky said that the survivors of European 
Jewry could not be expected to settle down like others in 
that areca The firs victims of Fascist plots and under- 
ground gangs would again be the Jews. European cconomic 
life had learnt to get on without them. The one ercat 
orphanage, where from orphans the Jewish people would 
become citizens, was Palestine Zionists, however, would 
under no condition sactifigce the position of Jews in any 
country of the world because of Palestine. Citizen equality 
was an cesential parm of the’future of the Jewish pcopic. 
just as was the establishment of a Jewish State in Palcstinc. 
Zionism was not invented for anti-Semitic goveraments to 
get cid of their Jews, but for Jews to ect rid of their anti- 
Semitic governments. This was the attitude of the Board 
ol Deputies 

The Board did not adyveftise Ks activitics, he continued, 
nor seck publicity, but its work with the British Government 
in London had made a ereat deal of difference to the 
armistice terms given to Figland, Rumania, and Hungary. 
The Board was working on the problem o war crimes. 

The Board had accepted the political programme of the 
Jewish Agericy. as it said in the document: “ undivided 
Palestine be designated a Jewish Commonwealth.” The 
A.J.A. or the American Jewish Committee said about the 
same things. Jews should spend icss time in attacking onc 
another and more time in doing the job. The disagreement 
hardly mattered. After the last war, the anti-Zionists might 
have been partly responsibic for the prevention of the Jewish 
State. It was the duty of the Board of Deputics to say 
to & body quite unrepresentative of Jews in this country, 
that it had oo rie to repeat in 1945 what some di in 
1917. What asked the Professor. had Judge Proskauer 
(President of the American Jewish Commitiec) to make 
representations to Presidemt Roosevelt? In 1931 the Zionist 
Coneress had decided it was inopportunc to ask for a Jewish 
State. But now the number of Jews in Palestine was such 
as410 enable onc to say that a Jewish State could nat be 
prevented any lonecr.- The 600,000 Jews in Palestine repre- 
semcd two-thirds of the taxation and everything that was 
worth while in Palestine. To call them a minority was as 
absurd as t© sugecst that the whites in South Africa should 
be ruled by the majority in that country. ‘ 


A.J.A.-Deputies Difference “ Fundamental 


In the discussion, Mr. Mamiock said it was very impor- 
tant to have had Prof. Brodetsky's explanation of the Depa- 
tics’ dotument, which also needed to be explained to some 
members of the Board. He referred to a remark madc by 


‘Councillor Moss on a previous occasion to the effect that 


the difference beiweeh the views of the Denuties and the 
A.J.A. was only a‘ matter of words. The difference, said 
Mr. Mamiock. was fundamental. It was not what was said 
out what was left out. He warned them not to belittle the 
influence of the A.J:A. 

Mr. G. Heilpern wanted to have the Jewish religion safe- 
guarded as an clementary human right in a very Jewish 
Sate. including all observances of Kashrut. He thougin it 
inopportune at the momem for the Board to ask for a 
Jewish State instead of concentrating on demanding increased 

Mr. S. Olinsky stated that the ercat organisations spcaking 
for world Jewry still. did not include two world bodies, the 
Agudah and the N.Z.Q. 

Mr. Shioimovitz said that at a time of crisis the Board 
had disrupted communal! unity by breaking with the A.J.A. 
The proper approach would have been a conference to work 
out a single agreed policy. paying respect to differing views 
that might be genuincly held. It was due to the partisah 
spirit that ereat men and Zionists were being systcem- 
atically vilified by those who. disaereed with them The 
policy of the Board had donc a great deal of harm. 

Mr. Bobker said the Board should not become merely the 
mouthpiece of Zionists it should represent the whole of 
British Jewry, and‘ shoukd be concerned with more ufecnt 
problems at the momem. At one Moment they were asking 
for rehabilitation of Jews in Europe and in the next breath 
they were saying there was no solution for them but Pales- 
tinc. What was nceded in Palicstine was a firm undcrstand- 
ing between Jews and Arabs i 

Mr. A. Freediand congratulated Prof. Brodctsky on his 
advanced Zionism, and asked if Iransjordan had been given 
up ahogether 

Mc. M. Blumberg moved a vote of thanks to Prof. 
Brodetsky, seconded by Mr. Norman Jacobs, who paid 
tribute to Prof. Brodetsky’s achievement in the U.S.A. 

Prof. Brodetsky announced that Couscillor Moss would 
take part in the forthcoming discussions in U.S.A. as a 
representative of the Board of Deputics 

Councillor Leslic M..Lever wished Godspecd 
Councifior Moss on his voyage. This was endorsed by 
Major E. C. Q: Henriques. J.P. 

Prof. Brodetsky, in his reply. said that the Colonial Office 
had sent the Board an official receipt for the printed policy. 
The Board had discharecd is duty of registering Jcwish 
opinion. Speaking of unity. he said it meant what the 
majority desired. To Mr. Bobker he replied that some Jcws 
in Europe wanted to stay. others to £0 to Palestine, and 
the Board had to see that both got justice. As San Fran- 
ciscO Was. g0ing to be .a conference of governments, he 
could not say whether Jews would be represented.

“ CHRISTIANITY, JUDAISM, AND 
THE FUTURE” 


The Rev. Dr. James W. Parkes gave an address 
on “ Christianity, Judaism, and the Future at 
the Manchester Central Library recently, under 
the auspices of the Manchester Council of 
Christians and Jews, with Canon Charlie Reed, of 
St.. Ann’s Church, in the chair, and the Rev. rs 
Selvin Goldberg as Deputy Chairman. 

Everyone understood, said Dr. Parkes, that we 
were living at the end of an age. The problems 
of economics and politics would be comparatively 
easy to solve for a nation that had been capable 
of organising D-Day and the rationing sysem. 
What was needed was a spiritual evolution, a 
modus operandi for Jews, Christians, and human- 
ists. Both Jews and Christians had immense 
spiritual reserves, but were hampered by an instt- 
tutional form of religion belonging to a past age. 
The first challenge to the future was the revision 
of our orthodoxies. What was outmoded in them 
would have to go, but the ideology of what we 
cut off must be retained. 

Christians and Jews, said the speaker, would 
have to discover a great deal more about each 
other. Judaism could not have achieved what it 
had if it-were what the average non-Jewish person 
described it to be. And the Jews had to learn 
more about their Christian neighbours, as 
obviously they depended on thew co-operation. 


THE LEEDS ASSESSMENT 
SCHEME 


50%, Education Tax Welcomed 


At a meeting of the Joint Council of Leeds 
Synagogues held in the Ministers’ Room, Brandsby 
Lodge, the Leeds plan, for Jewish education 
through Synagogue assessment, details of which 
were reported recently in these columns, was wel- 
comed by. many speakers, and representatives 
present agreed to do all in their power to bring 
about the accepiance of the. plan by their indi- 
vidual Synagogues, 


Mr. Henry Freedman, President of the Council, | 


who presided, said that in fixing the rate of assess- 
ment of Synagogue seat rental at SO per cent the 
Education Beard had been guided only by con- 
sideration of the minimum need of an adequate 
educational policy. Any scheme raising less than 
the proposed ae of £7,500 would immediately 
be doomed to failure as they would once again 
be dependent on further voluntary collections. 
The proposed total was a moderate one allowing 
the expenditure of only £3 per annum on each 
child as compared with £15 per annum for secular 
elementary and £30 per annum for secular 
secondary education, Mr. Freedman said he was 
grateful to Tue JewtsH CHRONICLE for its support 
of their efforts and she also thanked the Rev, 
Isaac Cohen, Chairman of the Leeds Jewish 
Education Board, for his preparation of the details 
of the scheme. 


“The Only Fair Plan 


Professor S. Brodetsky said he considered the 
system of Synagogue assessment the only plan that 
would be fair to all sections of the community, 
although some method of indirect taxation, such 


_ as on burials, ought to be evolved for those who 


were not members of Synagogues. 

Dr. Nathan Morris, Education 
Joint Emergency Committee, declared. that the 
structure of the Anglo-Jewish community could 
not endure if children were not adequately edu- 
cated and equipped to replace the present Syna- 
gogue membership 

Mr. P. P. Montrose said he would have favoured 
a more Universal scheme of communal taxation 
covering all the needs of the community. Mr. 
I. Leviten . suggested that the wealthier members 
of the community would not have discharged 
their obligation by the payment of a SO per cent 
assessment and that, therefore, a graduated scheme 
of assessment should be evolved. Mr, 1, Glucks- 
man thought it would be necessary to canvass 
members personally before the scheme would be 
adopted. Mr. M. Stross. suggesied that Hon. 
Officers convene meetings of their members at 
which speakers. should be invited to describe the 
needs of education. Mr. I, Walsh said that if a 
sincere effort were made by every Synagogue 
success would be achieved. 

A resolution calling on Synagogue representa- 
tives to'do their utmost to secure the success of 
the plan was proposed by Mr. A. Hurwitz, 
seconded by Mr. M. Silman, and carried.

GLASGOW RESPONSE TO APPEALS 


A review of the Glasgow campaign on behalf 
of the Essential Services Fund was given by Mr. 
A. Links, Treasurer of the local Appeal Com- 
mittee, when, he spoke at the annual meeting of the 
Glasgow Jewish Representative Council, at which 
Mr. Joseph Sachs, J.P., presided. The appeal, said 
Mr. Links, was launched in 1943 amd they had 
raised a sum of approximately £7,000. They had 
collected up to date £3,170 in cash, and under the 
arrangement with London they had received a sum 
of £1,700, of which £1,250 been allotted to 
the Glasgow Jewish Board of Education, and £250 
to the Evacuee Hostels Committee. 

Mr. Sachs, speaking of the Defence Appeal, said 
that Glasgory had been asked to raise £10,000 
and so far they had gathered £4000. For the 
Jewish Fund for Soviet Russia, they had raised 
about £4,000. 

Mr. Sachs mentioned a request that had been 
received by the Council asking them to send dele- 
gates to a conference of Representative Councils 
to be held at Manchester to discuss the question 
of appeals made in the provinces and originating 
from London. The Council agreed to send dele- 
gates to the meeting.

A SOLDIER’S COMPLAINTS 

The following is an extract from the letter of an officer 
in the B.L.A. which, I think. should be made known to the 
Jewish public: “. . . there has been a bad mix-up over the 
provision of matzot for the troops. . When I got to 


. Brussels I was told that the senior Chaplain had actualiv 


taken all the matzot for my Seder as well as the persona! 
issuc away to his headquarters and that I need not expec: 

to reocive them. Necdicess to say. I insisted on getting some 

matzot at least for the Sedarim .. . my personal issue has 
not afrived, but luckily I shall make do out of the surplus 
from the Sedarim. The lack of organisation is a diseracc. 

What annoyed me more than anything at Brussels was the 
condescending manne in which I was treated. I arrived 
at the J.H.C. club-room just before lunch and told the 
gentieman in charge what I had come for. Without saying 
a word he disappeared and I was told he would not be back 

for an hour. When I returned he was with a lady and told 
me, in a vety aggrieved tone, that I had come at a most 
inconvenient time, and would I call later. When said I 
would not call later, the lady suggested that at icast I might 
have come consideration for her as she had not yet had her 
lunch! Having come from ‘Holland and being duc back the 
same day, I hinted that I would have no consideration for 
anybody or anything other than taking away what I'd come 
for . . . 1 got the matzot and wine without further ado. 

I take the dimmest possible view of their whole attitude

Through their kindness I had the most memorabic 
Passover holiday. every bit of which I shall remember so 
that I can observe it in a similar manner when 1 return 
home. If TI had depended upon the aid of our American 
Jewish Welfare Board I would not have been able to ofsecrve 
the holiday properly.’ All they provided for the observance 
of Pesach in my unit was a limited supply of matzos for the 
patients and other very limited supplics for two communa! 
Seders in a nearby town, neither of which were of any. 
benefit to me and the other fellows in my unit who wanicd 
to observe the Holy-days it was only through our own fore- 
sight and the assistance of English Jewry that we were abc 
to observe the cight days. Neither the Jewish Welfare Board 
nor our Chaplain who knows our religious vicws 
approached us to see if we wanted any supplics to enabic 
us to observe in our traditional manner. For us who are 
over here this was a disappointment, especially [or 
observant boys who were unable to ect time off: they bad 
to forgo everything. Well, Pesach is almost over, and tor 
myself I am deeply indebted to the Jewish people in England 
for their kind. considerate hospitality and welcome.

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CHAPLAINCY DEFICIENCY 


During the past week I have met and spoken with mo 
young friends (who are unknown to cach other), both of 
them soldiers on leave from the B.L.A., in which they have 
served, 1 believe, since D-Day. On one point cxperi- 
ences, unfortunately, cxactly coincide—they have not seen 
or heard from a Jewish Chaplain from that day to that. 
Even allowing for the fact that one is serving in a frequem ty 
moving amphibious .unit, in which there is only one other 
Jew, the case of the other needs, I feel, a little more explain- 
ing by the Chaplaincy, for this young man spent quite a 
long time in two of the larecst base hospitals in the whole 
area, but did not hear of any visiting Jewish Chaplain. Ir 
was made worse, he adds, by the fact that “all other 
Padres from C. of E. almost to Buddhists" (to use his own 
words) came regularly—but not Jewish I have no desire 
to bait the Chaplaincy, for I know something of its 
manifold problems, but it really does seem deficiem bere— 
and the soldiers (whose names I am prepared to give to 
the appropriate authority) rather sore about 
Werrare.” 


CHAPLAINCY IN EUROPE 


Much has been written about the lack of Chaplains. 
All the more credit. therefore, to the untiring “ few ” 
Chaplains in N.W. Europe who have worked so hard in 
- providing the great majority of Jewish personne! in H.M. 
and Allied Forces with Pesach requisites and arranging 
multiple Sedarim in France, Belgium, Holland, and deep 
in Germany. Jheir difficulty was (I say it thankfully) 
increased by the army's rapid entrance into enemy territory. 
Unstinted praise must be paid as well to the Chief Rabbi's 
Religious Emergency Courtil, the Jewish Hospitality Com- 
mittee, and several Jewish officers in their untiring efforts 
to help the Chaplaincy.

EGYPTIAN SENATE DISCUSSES 
PALESTINE 


_ Palestine was in the forefront of the debate 
in the Egyptian Senate last week when the Charter 
of the Arab League was discussed .before its 
ratification. 

The Opposition. leader, Sabri Abu Alam Pasha, 
co-author of the Alexandria Protocol. criticised 
the way the Palestine question was handled in the 
(Charter... He said that the Charter did not go 
as far as the Protocol to ensure the realisation of 
the wishes of the Palestine Arabs. The Protocol. 
for imstance, provided for joint funds the object 
of which should be to buy Palestine land with 
the proviso that it could not be alienated. This 
schieme, Alam Pasha said, was sent to the “ com- 
petent committee,” which, he suggested, meant 
that it had been shelved. 

The Charter, he went on, gave very litile 
guaranice that the Arab nations would oppose 
Zionism. 

Replying for the Government, lul Rahman 
Azzam Bey, Minister for Arab airs, insisted 
that the Charter went beyond the most optimistic 
expectations. It was a happy step towards the 
independence of the Arab nations. As far as 
Palestine ‘was concerned, the fact that the Arab 
countries were united was the best guarantee of 
her future independence. Furthermore, it was the 
present Government that first invited Palestine to 
take an active part in the latest conversations. 
As regards land-redemption funds, this question, 
far from being shelved, would, on the contrary, 
be solved sooner than expected. 

The Nationalist Senator Abdul Rahman e) 
Rafer said that a conciliatory attitude might cause 
the Arabs to lose many rights. Palestine must 
be saved from “ foreign imperialism." which was 
the main cause of the acuteness of the Palestine 
problem, he declared. 

The ratification of the Charter was approved 
unanimously.

CAREERS ADVICE 


The Post-War Reconstruction Committee of the 
School Furniture Industry recently presenied its 
second interim report to the Board of Trade. It 
deals chiefly with the opportunities offered by this 
industry for the employment of disabled people, 
and the Committee have made a detailed survey 
of all the processes and occupations likely to be 
found in the industry, and have assessed the suit- 
ability of each of these for the various kinds of 
disablement. The report recommends the formation 
of a Standing Joint Committee to advise on the 
rehabilitation and employment of disabled geople 
ie the school furniture industry, and also proposes 
that cach firm should set up its own rehabilitation 
committee, composed of representatives of the 
employers and trade unions concerned. Com- 
mittee are making an inquiry, incidentally, into 
the post-war demand for school furniture (which 
is likely to grow with the spread of the effects of 
the new Butler Education Act), and they refer 
also to the appointment of a Sub-Commitiee to 
examine the reconstruction problems of the makers 
of gymnastic equipment.

BETHNAL GREEN TALMUD TORAH 
AMALGAMATION 


The Bethnal Green District Talmud Torah, which 
is an amalgamation of the Bethnal Green and 
Teesdale Street Talmud Torahs, was officially 
opened on Sunday at the L.C.C. School, Columbia 
Road, Hackney Road. E.2. 

Mr. M. Cohen, who presided, said that the war 
had caused many upheavals, and to-day they found 
it necessary to amalgamate the two Talmud Torahs 
so that the whole district could be adequatcly 
served.

The Rev. 1. Goldston said they were thankful to 
be in a-country where Jewish people could meet, 
us they were mecting that day, in a school belong- 
ing ‘to the State, in a non-Jewish atmosphere, to 
open a Talmud Torah. 

Rabbi M. Pekarevitch appealed for a return to 
the ['vrit B'Ivrit method of instruction, which 
was the method used in the Bethnal Green Talmud 
Torah when the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom had charge. 
‘This view was supported by Mr. L. Eisen. 

The Rev. J. Halpern said that the war had seri- 
ously handicapped the work of the London Talmud 
Torahs. Now they were trying thejr utmost to 
revive them. Last year the Talmud Torah Trust 
Reorganisation Commission, under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Leon Simon, decided to restart and 
amalgamate some of the Talmud Torahs.

CAREERS ADVICE 


The Post-War Reconstruction Committee of the 
School Furniture Industry recently presented tts 
second interim report to the Board of Trade. It 
deals chiefly with the opportunities offered by this 
industry for the employment of disabled people, 
and the Committee have made a detailed survey 
of all the processes and occupations likely to be 
found in the industry, and have assessed the suit- 
ability of each of these for the various kinds of 
disablement. The report recommends the formation 
of a Standing Joint Committee to advise on the 
rehabilitation and employment of disabled people 
it the school furniture industry, and also proposes 
that each firm should set up its own rehabilitation 
committee, composed of representatives of the 
employers and trade unions concerned. Com- 
mittee are making an inquiry, incidentally, into 
the post-war demand for school furniture (which 
is likely to grow with the spread of the effects of 
the new Butler Education Act), and they refer 
also to the appointment of a Sub-Committee to 
examine the reconstructio1 problems of the makers 
of gymnastic equipment.

The Bethnal Green District Talmud Torah, which- 
is an amalgamation of the Bethnal Green and 
Teesdale Street Talmud Torahs, was _ officially 
opened on Sunday at the L.C.C. School, Columbia 
Road, Hackney Rend.

He acknowledged gratefully the guidance 
given during the talks for the amalgamation by the 
Taitmud Torah Trust. 

The Rev, I, Goldston said they were thankful to 
be in a country where Jewish people could meet, 


as they were meeting that day, in a school belong- . 


ing “to the State, in a non-Jewish atmosphere, to 
open a Talmud Torah. 

Rabbi M. Pekarevitch appealed for a return to 
the I'vrit B’lvrit method of instruction, which 
was the method used in the Bethnal. Green Talmud 
Torah when the Rev. J. K, Goldbloom had charge. 
This view was supported by Mr. L. Eisen. 

The Rev. J. Halpern said that the war had seri- 
ously handicapped the work of the London Talmud 
Torahs.. Now they were trying thejr utmost to 
revive them. Last year the Talmud Torah Trust 
Reorganisation Commission, under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Leon. Simon, decided to restart and 
amalgamate some of the Talmud Torahs. 

Mr. Julius Jung and Mr. N. Miller also spoke.

(to which girls are also admitted). They meet from 
Monday to Thursday from 5 to 6.30 p.m., and on 
Sunday morning from 10.30 to 12.30.

Milk and water, 1 pint; semolina, 1} 0z.; sugar, 
1 oz.; sultanas, 2 oz.; 1 reconstituted egg; lemon 
essence, 4 teaspoonful. 

Heat the liquid in a saucepan and when boiling 
sprinkle in the semolina, stirring all the time, and 
continue to stir for 5.minutes while it simmers. 
Remove from the heat, add sugar, washed sulianas 
flavouring, and prepared egg. Turn inio a greased 
pic dish and bake in a moderate oven for 20

P, tap, tap down the street came a sound and 

then | saw a man carefully feeling his way 

by using his white walking-stick in order to 
make sure that he would not fall over any 
obstacles in his path. It was a blind man, and 
i brought to my mind how we Jews are specially 
charged to treat the blind with compassion and 
care, and to see that no stumbling-block is put 
in their way. 


Tiere is a story told in the’ Talmud about a blind 


man, as follows. Once upon a time two poor men, 
one blind and one lame, used to sit daily in front 
of a Synagogue in Jerusalem and beg the passers- 
by fer moncy, One day, when very few people 
came that way, the two men were very sad, and 
with heavy hearts they prayed to God, “ Please 
send us some money to buy food.’ The Lord had 
pity on them and sent an angel in the disguise of 
an ordinary man, who said to the two beggars, “ I 
am able to help you, not with money or presents, 
but I can cure you both and thus you will be able 
to get a livelihood and obtain weakh by your own 
efforts. But remember, you must live a good life, 
do no evil, or once again you will become afflicted 
as now. Return to your homes, where you will 
find a treasure, but on no account, when you 
become rich, forget to show mercy and kindness 
io those who are in need of it.” 

The beggars promised and the visitor disap- 
peared. Then, wonderful to relate, the blind man 
found he could see clearly while the lame mac 
could walk perfectly. They returned joyfully to 
their own homes and, as they had been promised, 
found wealth there. The former lame man boughi 
oxen with the money and the former blind one 
bought sheep, and by trading well they both 
became rich and prosperous. 

Years rolled on and once more the Lord sent 
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his angel to the two men to find out if they were 
truly kind and merciful. The angel, disguised as 
a one-armed man, first visited the man who had 
been lame and was-now a wealthy cattle-dealer. 
“ Have pity on a poor man,” begged the angel, 
“and make me a present of only one ox so that 
f can feed my wife and family. May the Almighty 
protect thee from ever becoming a cripple.” 

But the cattle-dealer forgot his former poverty 
and bodily pain and refused to help, and even 
threatened to strike the beggar. The angel angrily 
left him and now took the disguise of a blind 
man. He asked a lad to lead him to the sheep- 
dealer who had formerly been blind, Were the 
angel once again asked for help. . “ Give me,” 
said he, * but one of thy sheep so that I can help 
my wife and family. . May God protect thee for 
thy good action.”” The sheep master’s heart was 
touched and he remembered the days when he 
had been a poor blind beggar. Taking the man 
by the hand, he led him into his house and set 
food and drink before him, telling him to refresh 
himself. When the angel had eaten, the sheep 
master gave him three sheep to take away with 
him -and the angel threw off his disguise and said, 
" ten the Lord, for you are generous and grate- 
ul, 
deed in remembering the poor and afflicted.”

“UPROOTED EUROPEAN 
CHILDREN” 


Youth Aliyah’s Pioneer Work 


“ Uprooted European Children" was the sub- 
ject of a conference convened by the Friends 
Committee for Refugees and Aliens. which was 
held on Monday at Palestine House, 18, Manches- 
ter Square, W.1, under the Chairmanship of Sir 
Wyndham Deedes, C.M.G., DSO. 

The purpose of the_conference was to enable 
British organisations Who will be engaged in the 
work of rehabilitation in Europe to pool informa- 
tion, but especially to learn the experience of the 
“Youth Aliyah” which has settled over 10,000 
uprooted children in Palestine during the last 10 
ears. 

7 A large number of interested organisations were 
represented, 

Miss Bertha L. Bracey, O.B.E. (of the Friends 
Committee for Refugees and Aliens and resear 
worker on displaced persoms and refugees for the 
Royal Institute of Foreign Affairs), thought there 
was a necessity for some international, inter- 
governmental organisdtion which would deal with 
the long-term problems of human beings, and in 
particular of the children. 

Dr. Melville McKenzie (Chairman of the Euro- 
pean Medical Committee) dealt with the medical 
aspects of the problem, = 

Mrs. Eva Michaelis (the Organising Sccretary of 
the Youth Aliyah} spoke on the Youth Aliyah work 
in Europe. Since permission to enter Palestine 
was always restricted to’ a particular number of 
people, she said, they had to devise a sysiem to 
find the most suitable candidates for agricultural 
work in Palestine. The children who had arrived in 
Palestine in the last two years, she went on, did 
not come from a home and did not even remember 
whence they came, and how old they were, and 
what were their names. 

Regarding the settling of children in PaleSine, 
it was thought a very sound instinct that. family 
groups shoula keep together. 

Professor Norman Bentwich ‘also spoke on the 
work of the Youth Aliyah. in Palestine. A 
special character of the Youth Aliyah experiment, 
he said, was that there had been a most thorough 
preparation and consideration of every step in the 
education and transformation of these children. 

Ihe movement, concluded Prof. Bentwich, had 
grown so steadily that to-day it was able and 
equipped to deal with 10,000 children:a year. 


BEN URI ART SOCIETY. 
30th Birthday “ Present ” 


At a_ result of a luncheon given at the Savoy 
Hotel, W.C.2, recently, to celebrate the 30th anni- 
versary of the Ben Uri Art Society, £2,000 was raised 
to enable the Society to acquire the lease of its 
gallery in Portman Street and to carry on “its 
exhibitions. 

Mr, Victor Gollancz, who. presided, read a 
number of encouraging messages from, among 
others,. Mr. J. B. Manson, former Director of the 
Tate Gallery, Professor John Rothenstein (Direc- 
tor, Tate Gallery), Sir George Franckenstein, and 
Sir Kenneth Clark (Director, the National Gallery). 

Mr. Philip Hendy, Slade Professor of Fine Art 
at Oxford, and Director of the Leeds Art Gallery, 
in the course of an address, said he spoke with 


the warmest feeling about the work of the Ben- 


Uri Society. The Jews had been the = greatest 
teachers of art. Nobody could look at the facts 
and deny this statement. 

Prof. Hendy gave examples, and in a reference 
to Germany, he said the German galleries had on 
the whole led the world for their scientific treat- 
ment of things and their general good management, 
But it was not really Germans who had run the 
German galleries, for if they examined the ante- 
cedents of these gallery directors they would find 
that, with few exceptions, fhey had been people 
of Jewish extraction. 

Lady Simon said she understood from Mr. Land- 
man that he had been approached during the last 
few days by, a representative of the Palestine 
Society of Artists and Sculptors, who would like 
to have an exhibition of their work in London as 
soon as transport and shipping permitted. | This 
showed how the reputation of the Ben Uri Society 
was broadening, 

Mr. Cyril Ross made the appeal for the society, 
of which he is Tremsurer. The society, he_recalled, 
had. been. established for some 30. years, and for 
28 was without a home. At long last, through the 
generosity of Mr. Tobert, a friend of his, they 
had been allowed to live rent free in the beautiful 
Georgian house which they had turned into a 
gallery.

GERMAN HELP FOR PESACH 
Ironically, Germans were among those who co- 


operated in seeing that commodities for Passover 
were duly supplied to the Jewish troops. Some 
goods sent to England from America reached a 

rt on the first day of Pesach. Chaplain Max 

outtenberg, U.S. Forces, got in touch with the 
authorities to arrange for personne] to transfer 
the goods to London. No such personnel, however, 
was available. Various attempts were made to 
make the necessary arrangements, and finally a 
batch of German prisoners were detailed to do the 
work, In another sphere, it was actually German 
food which was ered to Jews for celebrating 
Passover. Mr. S. Ansell, Secretary of the J.H.C., 
had made arrangements to include potato flour 
among the commodities provided for canteens by 
the Committee. He was promised a supply two 
months before Passover, but nt did not turn up. 
Thereupon he asked for the help of Army Welfare. 
They telephoned him jist before the Festival to 
state that among ihe goods in a captured German 
ship was just the quantity of potato flour he was 
asking for! And finally, “ over there,” one of 
the largest Sedarim held for the troops was fur- 
nished with brand-new crockery, taken straight 
from a near-by Gagman factory. 


PESACH IN GERMANY 


Miss Queenie Isaacs, of Blackpool, the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. G. Isaacs, spent Passover in 
Germany, keeping up Pesach while entertaining the 
troops. As Tue Jewish CHRONICLE has previously 
reported, she organised an “ All-Girl”’ troupe to 
give concerts for troops in lonely places, herself 
contributing impersonations and monologues. Later 
she joined the W.A.A.F. A short time ago she 
was chosen a member of Ralph Reader's No. 2 
Waaf Gang Show, and gave shows in Belgium and 
Holland. Now her parents have heard from her 
that “* We're the first Service show to entertain the 
boys in Germany.” “I have spent the first day, 
Pesach, in Germany,” she continues, “and I'm 
going to meet the R.A.F. Jewish padre. Don't 
worry how I'm spending Pesach—I am keeping it 
up properly.”” The Jewish padre turned out to be 
the Rev. Leslic Hardman, C.F., formerly stationed 
at St. Annes-on-Sea and Biackpool and a frequent 
visiter to the Isaacs’s home at Blackpool. 

EXPERT IN. MAFTIR 

The Rev. Isaac Chait, Chaplain to the Forces 
for the London area, was one of the officiants at 
the Seder Services held at the Balfour Services 
Club, and he stayed at the club during the first 
days -of the Festival. He naturally had to attend 
Synagogues within walking distance. The first day 
he went to the New West End Synagogue, and 
was given the honour of Maftir, the second day he 
went. to the Bayswater Synagogue—and was given 
Maftir; on the third day, Shabbat, he visited 
the Central Synagogue, whose services are now 


held at Woburn House—and was once more given ' 


Maftir! According to the sporting three-times 
rule, Maftir ought to be his own property now in 
perpetuity!

“AN INTERNATIONAL STANDARD 
OF RIGHTS ” 


The National Committee for Rescue from Nazi 
Terror has submitted to Mr. Anthony Eden, leader 
of the British Delegation to the San Francisco 
Conference, for consideration by the Conference, 
a series of proposals which include: 

(1) The establishment of an International Stan- 
dard of Rights, by which full protection of life 
and liberty for the inhabitants of all countries with- 
out distinction of origin, nationality, race, sex, 
faith or language would be secured. 

(2) The promulgation of national laws and the 
creation of appropriate international legal instru- 
ments providing that anti-racial activities and 
similar acts of incitement to racial and religious 
hatred and discrimination are violations of crimi- 
nal law and of human rights and are contrary to 
public policy. 

(3) That measures be taken by — international 
agreement for the elimination of the condition of 
statelessness by the adoption of an appropriate 
international convention. 

(4) That while  statelessness exists, persons 
affected should be under the protective jurisdiction 
of an international organisation; and that suitable 
documents of identity and passports should be 
issued to all stateless persons, and these should 
be recognised as valid by all nations. 

(S) That stateless persons should not be com- 
pelled to resume their former nationality.

Safety First 
in Education 
GREAT Jewish leader of a recent generation 
used frequently to say, when he addressed 
Jewish scholastic institutions, that an ignorant 
Jew is a dangerous Jew. It must hav: been some 
a wisdom that informed the carly 
leaders of our people of this truth, and led them 
to bend their efforts to the preservation of the 
records of Jewish learning, and, further, to make 
of education, knowledge, and widespread learning 
among the people a solemn obligation. 

And now the peoples of the world have dis- 
covered anew the ancient truth that the 
most simple Jewish working man a compctient 
reader of his Bible in the darkest ages. The 
democracies have now awakened to the fact that 
they cannot safely allow the masses to remain 
uneducated. In this country, the principle has 
been firmly grasped, at any rate by official minds, 
that it is dangerous to allow an uneducated pro- 
letariat to stay, especially in modern conditions, 
when other great countries are forging ahead 

How can full education be speeded up for 
Until recently the scholarship system 
allowed for a number of the brighter children of 
poor people to proceed ediicationally accord- 
ing to their individual abilities, But that system, 
excellent as it was, did not go far enough. Ik 
ruled out further education from too.many child- 
ren whose mental ability only began to develop 
at a later age. 

The reform of examination methods has gone 
on apace. No longer is a child of eleven expected 
to be a receptacle for docketed and often totally 
irrelevant facts, which, because he can _ repeat 
them parrot-wise, are deemed to make him worthy 
of receiving higher education, On the contrary, 
wt has often been shown that just such children 
sometimes prove to be the least able to assimilate 
the higher forms of education. So the more 


‘modern method is much more like the intelligence 


test used by psychologists. 
What About the Duller Child? 


This is an excellent step forward, but does tlc 
scholarship system, even extended and made more 
scientific, really solve the problem .of providing 
an educated democracy? For it must be remem- 
bered that these methods of selectidn still reserve 
higher education for the brighter children. Logi- 
cally this seems wrong. The bright children, given 
any sort of a chance, will ultimately acquire edu- 
cation. If there is to be any additional educationa! 
service, it should obviously be for the duller child. 
In any big school where the pupils have parents 
who can afford to pay high fees, if a child is 
behindhand in his work, he is given extra tuition, 
which is also paid for. Very often, with this little 
additional help, he gets over his bad spot and 
takes his fair place in the form. Under the 
scholarship method, he would be denied education 
beyond the elementary stages, ' 
_ Teachers, too, many of them, are only interested 
in those boys and girls who learn quickly and 
easily. But this is contrary to the principles o! 
pedagogy, which lie in. the imparting of know- 
ledge and not simply in its acquiring by those 
pupils who in any case are eager for information. 

The real problem of education for everybody 
can never be solved merely by allowing the bright 
pupils to learn, while the less apt pupils are neg- 
lected or condemned to ignorance. In the new 
world, there will be less and less place for the 
uneducated man or woman, Even in the most 
humble of callings a degree of mechanisation has 
come to stay, and the maid who is unable to work 
switches, and at a pinch to mend fuses, will be only 
of secondary use, while the farm labourer who is 
incapable of servicing as well as driving his tractor 
will find himself marooned in the labour market.

The llth ordinary general meeting was held at Tel-Aviy 
on. March 11, 1945 The following is an extract from the 
Report of Directors for the year ended December. 31. 1944. 

The connections Of the Bank with all sections of 
Palestinian economy have been sttengthened during the 
year under review and al] departments showed an increase 
of business, which is cefected in the figures of the balance- 
sheet. . The authorised share capital is now £P.150.000. 
against $P.75,000 a year ago: The paid-rp capital amounts 
to £P.75;205, against €£P.60,007 last year. Ordinary reserves 
were kept at 25% of the paid-up capital, which means a 
strengthening by £P.2.550. For the first time the total balance- 


sheet figure exceeds one million £P. The current, deposit. and- 


other accounts grew from £P.$75,500 to €P.831,600. ie. by 
about 44% Cash in hand and at the banks amounted 
to £P.357,747, agains £P.223.162 last year. To this amount 
should be added the investment in Government securities of 
f£P 179.183, so that creditars and other accounts are covered 
well within 60% by liquid means, against 50% last year, 
taking into consideration the internal reserves which are 
comained in the item *‘ Current Accounts, Deposits, ctc.”’ 

The close relations with Banque Zilkha. Cairo-Alexandria- 
Raedad-Danmscus-Beyrouth, mentioned in last year’s report, 
have developed. to entire mutual satisfaction 

The cesults for the year 1944 were satisfactory, in spite 
of the fact that expenses have. again risen considerabiv. 
Although the official price index is not showing higher 
figures, the real cost of living is still rising 

The net profit of the Bank availabic. after making pro- 


vision for contingencies and income tax and other alloca — 


tions amounts—incl. carry-forward 1943 of £P.3.121,446— 
to £P.11 986.682 .A dividend of 4%. has been paid and’ in 
addition a cash bonus of 3% has been disiributed to. the 
share-holders. An amount of £P.3,534.957 has been carricd 
forward to new account. 

Economic activity in Palestine at the beginning of the 
sixth war year continued to be on a high level. Industry 
has made further proeress and export figures have risen 
In spite of reduced Army orders, industry was working 
at high capacity. partly by switching over to civilian pro- 
duction. This achievement testifies to the ability of industrial- 
ists and Governmental Departments as well as to the clasticity 
of the whole industrial apparatus. In al! probability, how- 
ever, the year 1944 gave only a smal! foretaste of the 
difficulties of transition which industry and agriculture may 
be up arainst in the not too distant future, when the 
barriers separating us from the rest of the world will be 
lowered and eventually fall 

The new. diamond polishing industry has gained a firm 
foothold and shows every sien of being an important factor 
in the post-war period. Production of agriculture as a whole 
was still expanding, but citrus had again a bad year. 

During 1944 the ban imposed under the Defence (Finance) 
Reeuilations on capital issues has been relaxed, and several 
issues were offered to the public, in which the Bank 
participated, The agerceate amount in 1944 was about one 
million £P. The fact that most of the issues were readily 
subscribed, part of them even heavily oversubscribed, shows 
that the Palestinian money market is able to provide for 
the present financial needs of the country. In this connec- 
tion the 1944 Government issue of £P.1.000,000 Premium 
Bearer Bonds should be mentioned, which proved in the 
end a big success. 

It appears as though in 1945 still more new capital issues 
will be made. ‘ 

Government economic policy has not yet been stated 
clearly, and there are doubts whether such a policy has at 
all been fixed in a clear-cut way. In assessing the economic 
future of the country this unknown factor should not be 
lost sight of, and the importance of it cannot be under- 
estimated.

ACHIEVEMENT 


The Children’s. Community 
Ascot 


By Dr. M. MANSOOR 


The Jewish Children’s Community at Ascot, in 
common with four other hostels, is under the 
auspices of the Board of Deputies’ Hostels Com- 
mitice. It is rum on a communal basis, and the 
children have been taught to share their moncy, 
parcels, and other good things. The sense of the 
individual's responsibility to his fellows which, 
alas, is so often lacking amongst mankind, is very 
much developed in this wonderful little communi a: 
The educational programme is well organise 

the children are divided into three age groups, and 
they edit and publish theif own magazine. Jewish 
subjects and problems are taught and discu 
and Hebrew is presented as a living language. 
Whether for prayers or conversation, the Pales- 
tinian pronunciation is used throughout. The 
children attend the ordinary day-schools, but every 
morning and evening they receive Hebrew and 
religious education of a high order. They all read 
Hebrew very fluently. 


The Services, including the Reading of the Law, | 


are conducted entirely by the boys, and when 
attending them | have felt that decorum and that 
sense of communion with the Divine which is too 
often lacking in more pretentious gatherings for 
worship. Apart from religious instruction, the 
older boys and girls are all learning to speak 
modern Hebrew, and I can vouch for them that 
at least one group is making a proper study of the 
for All” course. There 1s also a Mishna 
circle. 


A Truly Jewish Life 


The Hostel gives the children an intensely and 
truly Jewish life with the essence and atmosphere 
which we are accustomed to associate only with 
Eretz Yisracl. It is truly said that one can never 
appreciate the significance and joy of our Sabbaths 
and Festivals unless he has known it in Eretz Yisrael. 
| would add, or in this Ascot Hostel. I spent an 
unforgettable Passover with them, and I was con- 
vinced that to these children Passover was a real 
Feast of Freedom. One had only to hear their 
fervent prayers for the freedom of their enslaved 
brothers in Europe. 

Apart from formal learning, the children are 
being bred im general good citizenship and their 
reputation ts very high in a neighbourhood where 
Jews had never been known before the war. There 
is no doubt this children’s community will be one 
day a great asset io British Jewry. Here, indced, 
i feel, one can see Jewish education at its best. 
The Warden and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. C. Pearl, 
with a band of young and enthusiastic leaders, 
have devoted themselves unselfishly and whole- 
The atmo- 
sphere 1s entirely devoid of the cold rigidity of 
a school, and the Madrichim are treated more as 
older brothers and sisters, and are addressed by 
their first names. By ‘the way, every person in 
the Hostel has a Hebrew name by which he or she 


is called. Those without a Hebrew name were 
presented “' with one. All are also members of 
Habonim. 


It was with deep sorrow that I learnt of. the 
proposal to close down this and other similar 
hostels, chiefly because the .end of the war is in 
sight. Ia my opinion, to close down such places 
would a crime committed by our Community. 
If any educational cause deserves the. wholehearted 
support of the public, here is definitely a most 
worthy one.
